an exact comparison of losses, or to judge the 
full effect of the outcome of the battle. 

The news at this writing points to consider: 
able German advantage in the number of ships 
and men lost. The British fleet suffered heavy 
proportional losses but the final advantage of 
driving the surviving German ships into harbor 
and holding control of the North Sea as well as 
of all the seas rests with the British navy. 

From the German standpoint the fight may be 
described as a successful and damaging raid, 
which inflicted serious losses an the enemy and 
won moral benefits, but which had no appreciable 
effect on the general naval situation. The es- 
sential factor is in the British admiralty’ state- 
ment, “The British control the North Sea.” 

The known German losses are too great com- 
pared with the British losses to give Germany 
& permanent advantage over Great Britain on 
the ocean; The blow did not cripple British sea 
power, nor change the relative strength of the 
two navies. If the Germans had suffered no 
losses they would still be far from equalizing 
relative naval forces. A series of battles of a 
similar kind would leave Germany bare of ef- 
fective ships before Great Britain's navy would 
be exhausted, not to speak of the Russian and 
French navies in reserve. 

While the German raid, however, does not 
loosen the British strangle hold on the sea Ger- 
many has won the credit of a successful and ef- 
feetive moral battle. She has proved the fighting 
capacity of her ships and men. The nation is to 
be congratulated on an undertaking in naval 
fighting which is worthy of a great nation and 
which put the German navy into the kind of 
work which becomes a navy and which leads to 
real success and glory.

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WHAT I8 FREEDOM OF THE SEAS? 
Surprising {gnorance of American history is ex- 
hibited in this country as well as in England in 
public discussion of the President's recent refer- 
ence to freedom of the seas. 

Freedom of the seas stands today exactly as it 
always has stood in our maritime policy—for 
neutral rights of trade outside of blockaded ports, 
for immunity of private property on water no less 
than on land and for the sanctity of human life 
peaceably employed on the ocean highways. Vio- 
lation of a true blockade is expressly recognized 
as depriving the offender and his goods of such 
protection, except as to life and liberty. 

The doctrine is at the very ? fon of all in- 
ternational law. In ancient times nations pos- 
sessing sea power assumed to close whole oceans 
against commercial rivals. Spain and Portugal 
once denied Great Britain the use of the Pacific 
and Indian oceans. For years Great Britain com- 
pélied all foreign ships entering its waters to 
strike their flags. Until a comparatively recent 
date, Denmark asserted a lordship over the Baltic. 
It wag a denial of the freedom of the seas that 
led to our war with Great Britain in 1812. Both: 
England and France at that time adopted the prin- 
ciple that “He who is not for us is against us,”

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. ‘‘RHETORICAL INTOXICATION.’’ 

Disraeli remarked that Gladstone was intoxi- 
cated with the exuberance of his own verbosity.

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THOSE 116 TEXAS ‘‘SLACKERS,’’ 
Brigadier-General Harvey C. Clark of the roxas 
National Guard protests against disparagement of 
the spirit of Texas and its militia because 116 
guardsmen failed to respond to the President's 
call for service on the border. He explains that 
some of those who did not report were absent 
from the State and that the new recruits who 
offered themselves as soon as the reed was 
known not only made up for the “slackers,” but 
supplied an excess of 647 men. 

That these 116 held back and that a number 
more were found to be physically disqualified for 
duty has justifiably been made a subject of com- 
ment on the laxness of national guard methods in 
time of peace and the necessity for more rigid 
measures of preparedness. But such comment 
should not imply that delinquency to this extent 
is in any way characteristic of Texas. On the 
contrary, a similar call directed to other states 
would probably have disclosed ever gréater un- 
readiness. 

Nobody imagines that the 3 per cent of the 
militia’s paper strength who failed to respond are 
at all representative of Texas patriotism, either 
in or out of the national guard. The cases of 
those men only show the need for a citizen sol- 
diery that will be ready at an instant’s notice. 
And perhaps there is another lesson in the tase of 
the hundreds of recruits whose gratifying prompt- 
ness in enlisting proved that Texas’ heart is in 
the right place. How many of these hundreds 
had had prior military training qualifying xs 
for immediate effective service?

‘AN INDORSEMENT TO BE AVOIDED. 


Washington Herald: A group of persons pro- 
claiming themselves the custodians of the hyphen- 
ated vote have declared against Roosevelt and 
Root, and, gratifying as the declaration must be 
to these candidates for the Republican nomina- 
tion, other candidates are viewing apprehensively 
the process of elimination.

WHAT WILL GREECE DO? 

Boston Transcript: The Bulgarians will cer- 
tainly do the entente allies a service if they force 
reece into the war against the Teuton-Bulgar 
attack. Bulgarians have certainly invaded Greece, 
and unless King Constantine is so much tied up 
to the cause of his imperial] brother-in-law that he 
cannot defend the territory of his own kingdom, 
he muzt act against the invasion, and act in con- 
currence with Great Britain, France and Servia. 
The Greeks have been placed in a most extraordi- 
nary position by the King’s thick-and-thin neu- 
,rality. The Servian army of at least 80,000 men, 
jist landed at Saloniki, may actually have to be 
sent to drive the Bulgarians back from Kavalla 
and maintain the integrity of Greece! To this 
same Servian army the Greeks have refused per- 
mission to march across their country, and yet it 
may have to be relied upon to defend that coun- 
try. If this does not put King Constantine in a 
pitiful position before the nations and before his 
own people, it is impossible to say what could. 
The situation absolutely justifies every claim that 
Venizelos has made as against the King’s unrep- 
resentative Government; and it must be that if the 
King does nct now hasten to defend the soil which . 
was gained by the valor and enterprise of his na- 
tion in the Balkan War, he will have a revolution 
on his hands. 


MAY CAUSE REVOLT. 

Philadelphia Record: When Greece broke faith 
with Servia she took the first step in the down- 
ward course whica she is now pursuing. Bul- 
garia flouts her and she seems powerless to resent 
the insult. When the French and English troops 
landed at Saloniki they were greeted with enthu- 
siasm by the people, if not by the Government, for 
it is to Great Britain and France that Greece owes 
her liberation from the hated Turk. The occupa- 
tion of her cities and ports by the detested Bnuigar 
is quite a different matter, offensive to both the 
populace and the Government.

City Officials Told of Conditions 
Found in 4000 Blocks by 
Inspectors. 


STREETS, ALLEYS DIRTY 


Garbage Receptacles Often Im- 
proper or Lacking—-Many Va- 
cant Lots Littered With Rubbish. 


The 526 members of the Progrescive 
Young Men's Civic Association who in- 
spected 4000 city blocks as their part in. 
the continuous clean-up and paint-up 
campaign found plenty of unsightly 
front and back yards, insanitary and 
dangerous ashpits and other unhealthful 
conditions to justify a vigorous com- 
plaint to the city goyernment, accord- 
ing to the report of their work compiled 
by Mrs. Eugene T. Senseney, chairman 
of the Fly-Extermination Committee of 
the clean-up organization. 

They found 990 ashpits which needed 
cleaning or repairing that they might 
not be a menace to health and property. 
These were in 220 blocks, averaging four 
and one-half ashpits to a block which 
either added to the unsightly and insani- 
tary conditions or increased the fire 
risk. 

One of the worst sections, as to the 
violaticn of the ashpit ordinance was 
found between Park avenue and Sidney 
street, east of Missouri avenue to Grand 
avenue. In this district are Reservoir 
Park, Harris’ Teachers’ College, 


ton Heights exclusive residential district. 
In the block bounded by Eads avenue, 
St. Vincent street, Compton and Louisi- 
ana avenues there were seven ashpits in 
need of repair and eight of which re- 
quired cleaning. In the block bounded 
by Eads avenue, St. Vincent, Compton 
and Pennsylvania avenues, 13 required 
repairing and two cleaning. 


Other sections in which violations were -: 


found were in the block bounded by 
Channing, Lucas and Theresa avenues 
and Morgan street, where eight needed 
repair and 10 cleaning; on Pine and 
Chestnut streets, between Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets, and in the block 
bounded by Brooklyn, Howard, Tenth 
and Eleventh streets, where 20 were 
tound in need of repairs and six required 
cleaning. P 
Wooden Pits Found. 

A number of the prohibited wooden 
shpits were found. The ashpits requir- 
ing repairing were reported to Fire Chief 
Henderson and Building Commissioner 
McKelvey. Those requiring cleaning 
were reported to the Health Department. 

The inspection showed that in 175 
city blocks were found 525 untidy, 
litter-strewn and insanitary front and 
beck yards. The property owners, 
tenants and real estate agents will be 
notified through the Health Depart- 
ment, Fire Department and Police 
Department to clean up these prem- 
ises. 

In 59 blocks the streets and gutters 
were found to be in bad condition, in- 
sanitary and filthy, while in 145 city 
blocks the alleys were found to be 
filthy and full of rubbish. The find- 
ings as to the conditions of the gut- 
ters, streets and alleys will be sent to 
the Department of Streets and Sew- 
ers. ; 

-Garbage Conditions Bad. 

In 111 city blocks 415 premises 
were found where the garbage condi- 
tions were a menace to public health; 
making an average of 4% insanitary 
garbage receptacles—or lack of re- 
ceptacles—to the block. In the block 
bounded by Brooklyn, Howard, Tenth 
and Eleventh streets 20 insanitary 
garbage conditions were reported. 
The district bounded by Missouri, 
Grand and Park avenues and Sidney 
street was reported to require a rigid 
inspection by the Health Department. 

In 68 city blocks it was found there 
were 83 places where manure had ac- 
cumulated. This 
to ‘the Health Department. In 172 
city blocks were found 354 vacant lots 


covered with rubbish and tin cans, | 


making breeding places for flies and 
mosquitoes. 

In 77 blocks —* advertising | 
was found. 

It was found tli? in 330 city blocks 
there were 691 food establishments 
and 356 saloons. The location of these 
establishments and saloons will be 
sent to the Health Department and 
to Fred H. Fricke, State Food and 
Drug Inspector, who will investigate 
the sanitary conditions.

The railroad division was 25 minutes 


in passing. It was headed by B. F. 
Bush, receiver of the Missouri Pacflic 
and Iron Mountain, and the men of that 
system, with not a few women, had the 
leading place in the division. James M. 
Seibert, former State Auditor, who mar- 


shaled the Missouri Pacific folk, was 
one of the most striking horseback fig- 
ures of the afternoon. Several platoons 
of officials and professional employes 
wore Palm Béach suits, and a ‘“‘Spirit of 
‘76° group marched under a banner; 
which read, ‘‘The Philistines Be Upon 
Thee, Uncle Sam.’’ Bands from Deca- 
tur and Alton, Ill., were with the Mis- 
souril Pacific contingent and the Wa- 
bash employes, who followed them. 

The feminine marchers of the railroad 
division carried parasols, some: in the 
colors of the flag and others in differ- 
ent colors, with flags attached to them. 
The green parasols of the Cotton Belt 
girls cast an odd light on their faces, 
but the flag-hued parasols of the Wa- 
bash girls had a happier effect. Sev- 
-eral favored young men marched be- 
tween the platoons of Wabash femi- 
ninity, marshaling the lines, which kept 
unusually good order.

Post-Dispatch reporter's inter- 
viewed officers of the Security 
League and visiting notables upon 
the parade and its significance:

A good-sized group of negroes, repre- 
senting several organizations, was the 
last division of the parade. These were 
not the only negroes in the parade, as a 
considerable number gf them marched 
among the municipal and railroad em- 
ployes. 

The Boy Scouts were not in the line of 
march, but were stationed along the 
route, and did the police work of holding 
the spectators back, as very few police- 
men were on duty at these places. 

One of the largest gatherings of spec- 
tators was on Lindell boulevard, in front 
of the St. Louis Club, and alongside St. 
Louis. University and St. Xavier's 
Church, From this high ground, the 
marching line could be seen coming 
from the east. A waving, tri-colored 
sea, and passing to the west, where the 
dome of the New Cathedral, and a green 
glimpse of Forest Park, formed a back- 
ground. 

Automoblilists gathered in considerable 
numbers along the Locust-Lindell cut- 
off, and sat in their cars, but when the 
line of march took. the north half of the 
double roadway, these automobiles be- 
came not so good a point of observation 
as their owners had expected. Some 
employes of automobile supply houses 
on Locust street amused themselves by 
sounding horns, from their stock in 
trade, as the women marchers passed. 

The range of individuality, and the 
lack of military uniformity, appeared in 
the manner in which different marchers 
carried their flags. The approved method 
was to carry the flag over the right 
shoulder, but there were all sorts of 
variations, from the men who thrust the 
flagsticks through their buttonholes, to 
the comparatively few who carried them 
in such a manner that the flag was 
downward, and in some cases trailing 


slightly.

Varying Estimates on 
Number in the Parade 
When Made by Guess 


. STIMATES of the number of 
- marchers, made after the pa- 

rade, show how greatly opin- 
inonS vary, even among persons 
used to estimating large crowds. In 
no reported instance was the esti- 
mate as small as the exact count 
made the number out to be, and, 
in most’ cases, they estimated con- 
siderably more than double the 
counters’ figures. 

Chief of Police Young declared 
there could not have been a single 
person under 80,000 in the line. Bruce 
Cameron, superintendent of the 
United Railways, also estimated the 
marchers at 980,000. Of these he de- 
clared there were 800 employes of 
the United Railways and Union 
Electric companies, in the division 
he marshalled. He had provided 
blueprints showing where each 
small group was to take its station, 
and, in consequence, the line of 
electrical employes in their stations 
extended along Twelfth street from 
Locust to within 300 feet of Chou- 
teau avenue.

Major and 
Col. Spencer estimated the paraders 
at anywhere from 50,000 to 76,090.

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ON SEA UNAFFECTED, 
CHURCHILL DECLARES

Depends on Superdreadnaughts With Heavy 
Armament, Only One of Which, the Queen 
Mary, Was Lost in Fight With 
German Fleet, He Says. 


LONDON, June 4.—(Sunday)—Great Britain still holds undis- 
puted supremacy of the seas, in the judgment of Winston Spencer 
Churchill, recently first Lord of the Admiralty, who now has re 
sumed his parliamentary duties after service with his regiment at 
the front, and whose opmions on naval matters are still ssh te 


sought in England. 

Col. Churchill gave the Associated 
Press the following statement today: 

“T have had an opportunity of ex- 
amining the reports of the Admirals, 
and of considering the information in 
the possession of the Admiralty. The 
following facts seem to me to be es- 
tablished: 

“The naval superemacy of the Brit- 


ish fleet in capital ships depends upou | 


superdreadnoughts armed with 13.5-inch 
and 15-inch.guns, and these are suffi- 
cient by themselves to maintain con- 
trol of the seas. Of these vital units 
of the first rank, we have lost only one 
—the Queen Mary. There appears to be 
no doubt that the Germans have lost 
at least one comparable ship. If this 
should be the Lutzow or the Derfflinger, 
that vessel is a heavier loss to them ac- 
tually and relatively, than the Queen 
Mary is to us. 


Vessels of Second Order. 
“Coming to vessels of the second ?r- 


der, we have lost the Indefatigable and 
the Invincible. These are of an entirely 
different class from the superdread- 
noughts and, valuable vessels as they 
are, do not rank as-primary units at 
the present time. A dreadnought bat- 
tleship of the Westfalen type would be 
a loss comparable to either. 

“The armored cruisers Black Prince, 
Defence and Warrior belonged to the 
third order of ships, of which we pos- 
sess a very large superiority. The sink- 
ing of the two brand-new German light 
cruisers, Wiesbaden and Elbing, is, in 
fuct, a more grievous loss to the en- 
eniy. 

‘In all these vessels, the most serious 
feature is the lo:s of their splendid and 
irreplaceable crews. 

“The destroyer casualties appear to be 
about equal. On these terms, we being 
the stronger, are the gainers. Our flo- 
tillas have long sought such opportuni- 
ties. Our margin of superiority is in no 
way impaired. The d'tspatch of troops 
to ihe continent should continue with 
the utmost freedom, the battered cond:- 
tion of the German fleet being an addi 
tional security to us.”’ 

Better Public Feeling. 

Public opinion, as reflected in the 
editorials of the Sunday papers, shows 
a complete absence of the feeling of 
disappointinent which arose when the 
first official account of the naval battle 
was issued. The later report, showing 
hat the Cerman losses were greater 
than had been supposed, together with 
the declaration here that the Gerinans 
avoided a struggle with the British main 
fleet, created a better feeling throughout 
the nation. There still is, however, an 
undercurrent of dissatisfaction in some 
quarters with the strategy displayed 
by the British high command. The Ob- 


server in an editorial complains that 
the traditions of the British navy from 
the time of Hawke to Nelson, in win- 
ning complete anc shattering victories, 
has not been maintained and that it 
is undignified for the British nation to 
haggle as to whether its navy obtained 
in a great battle a “fair margin’ of 
the advantage an: suggests that there 
has been a faulty policy of strategy 
Which calls for ai investigation. 

The afternoon newspapers yesterday 


viewed the naval engagement in a more 
favorable light than some of yesterday 
morning’s papers, probably because the 


latter were obliged to form editorial 
judgment without the assistance of the 
second British Admiralty statement, 
which was issued early yesterday. The 
Pall Mall Gazette says: 


“When the two official announcements 
are put together and compared with the 
German version, there certainly is no 
ground for depression as to the actual 
effects of the engagement or its portent 
for the naval situation at large. Our 
losses in ships evidently were greater 
than the enemy’s. The loss which no 
philosophy will assuage ts that of the 
officers and crews of the sunken ves- 
sels, for the vast majority of whom it

The Standard says that, taking the 
facts at present known, it would seem 
that the British fleet’ suffered more 
heavily than the German in material and 
men, but it declares the British fleet 
remains in command of the sea, not- 
withstanding its losses. 

The Globe says: ‘‘We suffered seri- 
ously in the great sea fight. But at 
the hands of a greatly inferior force 
the Germans have had a mauling which 
probably will discourage them from 
further adventures of this sort, and 
when their losses are analyzed they 
seem to be but little inferlor to our 
own. The battle off Jutiand is for us a 
misfortune, but it is not for us a de- 
feat and it does not modify the strategic 
position {in any degree whatever.” 

Calls for Lord Fisher. 

The Daily News calls for the re- 
turn of Lord Fisher, formerly First 
Sea Lord of the Admiralty, to the head 
of the navy. 

“No single event,” says the news- 
paper, “would more effectively coun- 
teract the danger of a diminution of 
cenfidence in the navy, if it exists, 
than the return of Lord Fisher, who 
in time of peace brought the navy to 
a state of unexampled efficiency. The 
country needs him in this urgent 


hour.” 


German Fleet Was Outnumbered by 
British 2 to I, Berlin Declares

MEREDITH SEEKS 
NEW WORLD MARK 
IN TODAY'S TRIAL 


Famous Record-Smasher Will 
Go After 440-Yards Straight- 
' away Time Laurels. 


LONG IS TITLE HOLDER 


His 16-Year-Old Figures Were 
Established in Paced Event 
at Guttenberg. 


If J. E. P. (Ted) Meredith does not 
dismantle the record of 47 seconds for 
the 440-yards straightaway dash in his 
attempt at Sheepshead Bay, today, it 
will because of lack of competition to 
press him that far. 

Meredith, who now holds the world’s 
record for the 800-meters race, the 880- 
yards run and for the grueling 440-yards 


dash around a turn, will make a de- 
termined effort to lower the mark that 
Was made nearly 16 years ago at Gut- 
tenburg racetrack, where Maxey Long 
was paced into a seemingly unbeatable 
burst of speed. 

Plans for holding the great trial, 
which will take place under the gu- 
spices of the Liberty day athletic meet, 
include opposition from such speed yen- 
ders as W. Wilcox Jr: of Harvard; 
Homer Baker, hero of championship 
events on two continents; Billy 
Moore and H. Richardson of 
Princeton. 

Saturday, one week ago, in his last ef- 
fort as a collegian, Meredith broke a 
record of 16 years’ standing when he 
smashed Long’s record of 454-5 for 
the 440 yards around a turn. He did 
it in a race and without pace. It is 
therefore quite possible that Mededith 
can make his own pace today and smash 
the 47 seconds mark. . 

To make sure of this, however, @ han- 
dicap race may be arranged, with some 
of his star opponents placed a few yards 
in front of him in order to get the 
limit out of Meredith. 


Maxey Long made his records by a 
similar pacing system. Meredith, how- 
ever, is known to prefer to achieve 
the time in an actual race. 

Not a little comment followed Nor- 
man Taber’s smashing of the mile 
mark under paced conditions, many 
critics contending that the world’s fig- 
ures hung out could not be made under 
actual racing conditions. This seemed 
to be true, for Taber, in subsequent 
competitive events, was unable to ap- 
proach within several seconds of his 
paced time. 


Meredith’s Greatest Feat. 


When Meredith, the Flying Quaker, 
flashed across the finish line in the 
new world record time of lm. 52%s. for 


a half mile; in the Penn-Cornell dual 
game, he accomphished the greatest ath- 
letic performance of all time. Conced- 
ed to be the toughest event on, the 
athletic program, and when it is con- 
sidered the remarkable runners that 
have heretofore performed in this spe- 
cialty, his wonderful race stands out 
all the more prominently. Those who 
have closely followed the career of this 
remarkable gunner were notin the least 
surprised to learn of his wonderful feat. 
Meredith has be@n knocking at the door 
of wonderful feats for so long that 
when the news was flashed that he had 
clipped another fraction of a second 
from off the record time, no one doubt- 
ed it.

That such a performance was partic- 
ularly in order was evident from Mere- 
dith’s wonderful run in the Olympic 
games at Stockholm, Sweden, in 1912. 
Meredith was primed for a _ record- 
breaking feat in this Olympic race. He 
had the necessary inspiration and the 
necessary pace. That he made good 
was manifest from his time of 1m. 52%s.

GERMANS TAKE 
POSITIONS NEAR 
YPRES BY STORM 


Berlin Announces That One 
General, 14 Other Officers 
and 350 Unwounded Men 
Were Taken Prisoners by 
the Teutons. 


In 48-Hour Battle Invaders 
Occupied Deep Ditch 
North of Main French Po- | 


sition at Vaux. 


Kaiser's Forces Concentrat- 
ing for What Is Believed 
Will Be Supreme Attempt | 
to Take Fortress, 


BERLIN, via London, June 3.—The 
ridges of the heights southeast of Zil- 
lebeke, southeast of Ypres, Belgium, and 
the British position beyond have been 
captured by storm by German troops, 
the War Office announced today. 

One General, slightly wounded; one 
Major and 13 other officers, besides 350 
unwounded men, were taken prisoners 
by the Germans in the attack. 


LONDON, June 4.—The British offi- 
cial statement issued at midnight reads: 

“Fighting of a very severe nature 
continued unceasingly southeast of 
Ypres between Hooge and the Ypres- 
Menin railway. Following up their in- 
itial advantage obtained yesterday 
evening in penetrating our forward line 
in this neighborhood, the Germans 
pushed their attack during the night 
and succeeded in pushing through our 
defences to a depth of 700 yards in the 
direction of Sillebeke. The Canadian 
troops, however, who are holding this 
sector of the defenses, launched coun- 
ter-strokes at 7 o’clock this morning, 
which have succeeded in gradually driv- 
ing the enemy from much of the ground 
he had gained. 

“The enemy losses were severe. A 
large number of German dead were 
abandoned on the recaptured ground. 
Gerenals Mercer and Williams of the 
Third Canadian Division, who were in- 
specting the front trenches yesterday 
during the bombardment, are missing. 
“Near Fricourt, north of the River 
Somme, a small party of a regiment 
raided the German lines last night, 
bringing back a few prisoners. This 
party had a sharp engagement in a 
German trench and suffered some casu- 
alties, but succeeded in bombing some 
German dugouts. 

“Southwest of Angres last night we 
carried out a successful enterprise. Our 
party entered a German trench, disposed 
of the garrison above ground and 
bombed five dugouts before retiring, 
without loss. 

“‘Today there has been a good deal of 
artillery activity about the Loos Salient. 
Yesterday out aeroplanes, favored by 
fine weather, accomplished much suc- 
cessful work.” 


Germans Didn’t Press Advantage at 
Vaux, Paris Says. 

PARIS, June 8.—The official com- 
munication issued tonight by the 
War Office reads: 

“On the right bank of the Meuss 
no infantry action was undertaken 
during the course of the day. The 
artillery action continued with great 
violence on the front extending from 
the Thiaumont farm to Vaux. 

“In the Fort Vaux region the situ- 
ation was not modified, the enemy 
made no attempt to develop the ad- 
vantage which he obtained last 
night. 

On the left bank the bombardment 
continued against our second Iine. 
The day was calm on the rest of the 
front,” 


Germans Penetrate British Trenches 
in Ypres Sector. | 
LONDON, June 3.—The following of- 
ficial statement was issued from British 

headquarters las: r’ cht: 

“Sharp fighting occurred today (Fri- 
day) in the Ypres salient on a front of 
approxiately 8000 yards, between Hooge 
and the Ypres-Comines Railway. Fol- 
lowing the artillery aetivity in this 
neighborhood, reported in yesterday’s 
(Thursday) communication, the Ger- 
mans began an increase and gustained 
bombardment at 9:15 a. m., which ex- 
tended not only over the fronts men- 
tioned but on the area behind. This was 
followed about midday by hostile in- 
fantry attacks, which succeeded in pen- 
etrating our first trenches at several! 
points, but which we repulsed elsewhere. 
At 6:30 p. m. the enemy’s irtillery fire 
was less intense, but the fighting con- 
tinued in this locality. 


Three German Steamers Reported 
Torpedoed, 

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, June 
3.—‘Swedish newspapers report that 
three German steamsfiips have been 
torpedoed by a submarine, probably 
in Swedish waters, and that no warning 
was given,”’ says the Overseas News 
Agency. “Six men perished. Inasmuch 
as a British torpedo was found near 
Skelberviken, the Swedish press consid- 
ers it certain that the ships were torpe- 
doed by a British submarine.” 


Two Big British Steamers Sent to 
Bottom, 

LONDON, June 3.—Lioyds reports the 
sinking of the unarmed British steam- 
ship Elmgrove. The Elmgrove was of 
3018 tons gross. 

The British steamship Golconda of 5874 
tons gross has been sunk off Orfordness. 
according to an announcement today by 
Lioyds. Four or five members of the 
crew are missing.

This Ohio Hxperiment Station laying 
home is 2 by 100 feet.

The walls of tls. house are a single 
thickness of matched siding. The roof 
is made by laying one thickness of 
matched sheathing on the rafters and 
covering this with one of the better 
kinds of prepared roofing. 

In the feed room are bins along one 
side. There is also a hydrant with 
running water, and other appliances 
and tools used by the poultryman. 

In each pen are perches over dropping 
Loards, three feet eight inches from the 
floor. Under the boards are trap nests. 
A platform is erected on side of the 
pen one foot three inches high, on 
which is kept a food hopper and drink- 
ing vessel. A coop ior breaking up sit-

Poultry Problems 


Hen Breaks Eggs Shell, 

I have a hen that every egg she lays 
she picks a hole about one-eighth in 
size on the large end of it. She does 
not eat any of it but just picks a hole. 
Can you tell me what makes her do 
this? Should extra precaution be taken 
with chicks brought out in May?—Miss 
J. Il. B., Brownwood, Tex. 

I would advise you to keep a little 
more straw or nesting material in your 
nests. Unless you have actually seen 
the hen pick the hole in the large end 
of the egg I am of the opinion that it 
is due to the end striking the bottom 
of the nest when the egg is laid by the 
hen. W'e very often find broken eggs of 
this sort where there is insufficient nest- 
ing material in the nests. I cannot see 
what object the hen would have in 
breaking a hole this size in the egg and 
then not eat any of it, or why it should 
always be in this particular end of the 
egg. If she has formed this habit it 
will be very difficult to break her from 
it, If you know the individual that is 
doing it I would blunt both upper and 
lower portions of the beak by trimming 
them until they bleed. If she continues 
to break the eggs, the best thing to do 
would be to place her on the market. 

A little extra care should be taken 
with May hatched chicks. They should 
be kept where they can get plenty of 
fresh ground over which to roam, and 
be provided with plenty of shade, green 
food and pure water. After your chicks 
are a week or ten days old I would rec- 
ommend feeding a little of the following 
feed each day as per the instructions 
below: There is one method of feeding 
chicks which should be practiced by 
every poultryman whose young stock is 
kept in limited quarters. If the chicks 
have free range and find plenty of bugs 
and worms, it is not so important. But 
unless that is true, poultrymen can grow 
much better chicks, they keep In better 
health and develop faster where this 
feed is used in addition to their regular 
ration. The feed is mixed as follows: 
Two quarts bran, one quart shorts or 
middlings, one quart cornmeal, m.:xed as 
a dry mash. A sufficient quantity of it 
can be mixed for a large flock but it 
should be mixed in the above proportion. 
It can be mixed and stored in bins, 
sacks or hoppers and used just as 
needed. With six quarts of the mash 
is mixed one quart of ground lean meat, 
any kind of which will answer, but it 
must not be tainted. The one quart of 
meat and the six quarts of mash are 
thoroughly mixed. Then one pint to one 
quart of water is added. This mixture 
is stirred until well mixed, after which 
it is run through a sausage mill or any 
other kind of mill that will produce 
similar results. The meat will be mixed 
with just enough of the mash that the 
chicks don’t overeat, and the results are 
surprisingly good. It will tend to keep 
the birds in good health, it will hasten 
their growth and add to their vigor. This 
is a cure for many ills In raising young 
stock. Don't give all the birds wil] eat, 
although there is not much danger of 
causing serious trouble because of the 
amount of dry mash mixed with the 
meat scraps. You will find this a great 
aid in raising young stock and securing 
a satisfactory growth and development. 


Feather Eating. 


What is the cause of hens losing their 


neck feathers? I have about four hens 
that way. It seems to start at the 
back of the head and goes down the 
neck, The feathers that remain appear 
to have the ends eaten off and the stubs 
remain. They all eat well, also their 
combs have a good healthy color.—E. J. 
M., Collinsville, Ml, 

Some one or more hens in your flock 
have developed the habit of feather- 
eating. You may not see the hen when 
she is actually eating the feathers, but 
I am of the opinion that that is re- 
sponsible for this trouble. Lack of exer- 
cise, idleness, close confinement, insuf- 
ficient succulent green food, or lack otf 
meat food may cause this habit to be 
developed in a flock. We trim and blunt 
the beake of all birds, both upper and 


lower bills, unt'l they bleed. This pre- 


vents the birds getting a firm hold on 
the feathers. Put a deep litter in your 
house and keep the birds busy working 
in that. Allow them to have free range, 
if possible, and all the outdor exercise 
they will take. Give plenty of succulent 
green food, then see that they are sup- 
plied with meat food. It is a good idea 
to tie a piece of lean meat on a string 
and let it hang just high enough so the 
birds are compelled to jump to reach it. 
They keep busy at this and don’t have 
time to stand around and develop bad 
habits. If you can’t stop it In any other 
manner, you had better market or eat 
the offenders. 


Scaly Leg. 
This spring’ I bought seven 2-year- 
cld white Orpington hens, all of which 


leg, on three of them huge knots of 
the scales forming on the legs and 
around the toes. They are valuable 
chickens and I would like to save them. 
Will you «indly tell me what treat- 
ment should be given them, and if 
there is any chance to clean up the legs 
of the more badly affected? I just 
yesterday gave all of them a coal oil 
bath, rubbing the oil under the scales 
with a tooth brush, then applied vase- 
line This morning the three worst 
hens seem unable to walk, and appar- 
ently their legs and fect are so tender 
from the treatment they are unable to 
get about. I have been keeping the 
roosts clean since I got the chickens, 
sv it is not due to uncleanliness since 
I got them.—H. N., Cape Girardeau, 
Mo, 

I am afraid that you have been a 
little bit overzealous in your treatment, 
and perhaps have gotten some of the 
coal] oil on the skin of the leg above 
the knee joint. That will no doubt 
cause considerable soreness, and we 
have known of cases where death re- 
sulted from this severe treatment. Coa) 
oil will cure scaly leg, but you should 
be very careful to simply dip the legs 
of the fowl Into a can of oll and not 
allow any of it to get above the knee 
joint. You did right in applying the 
vaseline. A better treatment anid one 
that would be less severe would be to 
bathe the feet and legs in a strong so- 
lution of disinfectant and warm water. 
Cleanse and remove as many of the 
scales as possible. Then apply an oint- 
ment made by making a paste of pow- 
dered sulphur and vaseline, to which 
should be added a few drops of refined 
carbolic acid. Make the paste just 
thick enough so it smears well. After 
the legs have been bathed_in the disin- 
fectant solution dry them and apply 
the ointment by rubbing it well under 
the scales of the feet and legs. 


Price to a 4 for Board and Care, 
On Nov. 7, 1915, I placed out to board 


89 chickens as follows: Six Plymouth 
Rock hens, 26 Indian game pullets (July 
hatch), four cockerels July hatch) and 
three white Wyandotte hens. These 
birds were fed and cared for with 
the farmer’s regular flock of chickens 
for five months and 22 days. The grain 
fed was grown on the farm. What 
should I pay thie farmer for this trans- 
action per chicken per month, supposing 
the hens cid not lay? Then, again, 
when I got the flock on April 29, nine 
of the pullets wanted to set, two had 
set and hatched and two were setting, 
showing those at least had been laying. 
—L. D. C., Alexandria, Minn. 

As there are only four male birds 
in this flock, and as this party 
had the use of these -ens throughout 
the best laying se son, have no doubt 
but what a sufficient number of eggs 
were received to more than pay the 
cost of feed and care. However, the 
price which you should pay for boarding 
these hens for *:ctically six months 
is a thing that would have to be decided 
by you and the keeper. You state that 
the party had hatched some chickens 
from them, and no doubt had made a 
profit on the eggs laid vy the hens. If 
you are forced to pay for their keep I 
would not want to pay more than. 
cents per bird for the trouble and cost

Money in Ducks 
Properly Raised 
Duck raising plants near the large: 
, cities have proved to be a money-mak- 
l teu enterprise when conducted alongs 
right lines. Ducks are voracious eat- 
ers, but they put on weight in propor- 
tion, no class of poultry gaining faster 


unless it be young geese. 

Of the various meat breeds, the Pe- 
kin is the favorite. As egg-producers, 
the Indian runners, of cour ®, are pre- 
ferred. Each is the leader}in its par- 
ticular line, and no Pm of cross- 
breeding has yet developed a bird that 
combined both these qualities. A wom- 
an operating one of these duck plants 
for 19 years gives this account of her 
experiences: 

“In all the years we have been rais- 
ing ducks, we have found the imperial 
Pekin the market duck par excellence. 
As a general purpose duck we like the 
Rouen, and for eggs alone the Indian 
runner stands at the head of the list. 
There are two varieties of Pekins, ths 
small or medium-sized white duck, s0 
often seen around farmyards, and the 
large kind, known as the imperial Pe- 
kin, this variety being only a litt'e 
smaller than the common goose, and 
having a beautiful cream-colored plum- 
age. This is the variety of Pekins kept 
by the larger breeders in the East. 

“A Pekin duckling will eat at one 
meal as much as three or four chicas 
of the same age, and gain in weight in 
proportion. But the food must be of a 
somewhat different nature from that 
required by chicks. For instance, dry 
feeds, such as wheat, cracked corn. 
etc., are unsuitable for ducklings, 
though they make excellent feeds for 
growing chicks, In order to ascertain 
the difference in growth, a pair of Pe- 
kin ducklings and a pair of white Wy- 
andotte chickens were weighed when 
14 weeks old. Ducks and chickens were 
hatched the same day, both were well 
fed, but neither was forced. The two 
chickens weighed 4 pounds 4 ounces, 
while the two ducklings tipped the 
scales at 14 pounds.” 

“After the first week we begin to feed 
raw mixtures. These are composed ot 
equal parts of corn meal, bran and 
middlings, or second flour, moistene:! 
with water, or oat meai, bran and 
cooked vegetables, a little salt added 
several times a week. Sometimes corn 
meal, cooked potatoes, chopped greens 
and so on are fed. Occasionally we feed 
green corn, cut from the cob. 

“At the end of the fifth week those 
ducklings intended for market are put 
on a more fattening diet. Instead of 
moistening the mash with water, skim 
milk is used, and no greens are added. 
Milk should not be used as a drink for 
ducks, but when added to ground grains 
it is far superior to beef scrap or any 
other kind of animal food for produc- 
ing rapid growth. Twice a week som? 
powdered charcoal is added ‘to the mix- 
ture. Besides sand, we give the ducks 
coal cinders with the ashes sifted out. 
A duck prefers cinders to any other 
grit. At 10 to 14 weeks old, the ducks 
are sent to market.”’ 


Contest Shows No 
‘ Best Bred of Hens 


Besides the actual egg récords made 
in the third annual international lay- 
ing contest at Storrs, Conn., some in- 
teresting facts were demonstrated. 
Among them were the following: 

It was found that milk could be sub- 
stituted for green feed or for meat, but 
not for both, when the regular contest 
ration was fed. 

When prepared feed was furnished to 
the birds for which they did not have 
to scratch, they did not lay so well as 
the birds that received the ordinary 
contest ration, requiring scratching. 

The weight of eggs from the different 
breeds variec considerably. Leghorn 
eggs averaged about 1.5 pounds to the 
dozen, Wyandotte eggs 140. pounds, 
Plymouth Rock eggs 1.588 pounds, and 
Rhode Island eggs 1.602 pounds. The 
average for all breeds was 1.537 pounds 
to the dozen. 

The Rhode Island hens produced the 
highest per cent of brood birds, and 
the Leghorns the lowest. The average 
length of time lost from laying by the 
birds of all bréeds was 20.9 days per 
hen during the year. The average loss 
for the heavy breeds was 34.2 days. The 
loss of the broody hens averaged 66 
days. 

When the contest closed the weights 
of the Leghorns averaged 3.51 pounds 
per bird, Wyandottes 5.45 pounds, Rhode 
Island reds 6.59 pounds, and Plymouth 
Rocks 5.94 pounds. April was the high- 
est laying month for the Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandottes and Rhode Island 
reds. For thle Leghorns, May was 
best. 

In cost of feed the Plymouth Rocks 
required 16.1 cents’ worth to produce a 
dozen eggs; for the Wyandottes the 
cost was 1438 cents a dozen, Rhode Is- 
land reds 15.8 cents and Leghorns 12.4 
cents, 

A study of these results offers a good 
vindication of the statement often re- 
peated in these columns that. there is 
no one best breed of c..ickens. What- 
ever advantage one breed may have 
over another, thare is certain to be 
some disadventage to counterbalance it.

_ The free use of broken charcoal will 
correct many digestive disorders in 
fowls. 

Throwing whole egg shelis to the flock 
may teach hens the egg-eating habit. 
They should be crunched fine. 

Often and a little at a time is a safe 
rule to follow in feeding chicks.

many ehick ills. If moist feed must he 
used it Is better to make ft crumbly tn- 
stead of sloppye 

The use of carbolic acid solutions 
around the poultry house is sure death 
to all insects. It ie an invaluable ald to 
the poultry keeper.

Allen W. Clark’s Idea to Reclaim Zone Between 
Jefferson, Grand, Market and Cass Calls 
Forth General Commendation. 


Real estate men approve Allen» W. 
Clark’s plan to reclaim the-twilight zone 
between Jefferson and Grand “avenue 
and Market street and Cass avenue, 
for a central residential district, as part 
of the program of the St. Louis clean-up 
campaig The plan also has the sup- 
port of the wholesale and retail estab- 
lishments, as well as other interests. 

The plan preposed by Clark is to mod- 
ernize this section of the city by re- 
modeling and tearing down and re- 
building homes to meet present-day re- 
quirements, establishing small neigh- 
berhood parks and playgrounds and 
improving the streets and alleys, alto- 
gether making a residential district 
within walking distance of the business 
center. we: 

The Clark plan is approved by Clar- 
ence Howard, president of the Business 
Men’s League. 

Good Property 20 Years 
“Clarks’ idea of converting the twi- 
light district,” said William E. Caul- 
field, director of the Real Estate Ex.- 
change, ‘‘would be the finest thing that 
could happen to St. Louis; but it will 
take team work and hard work. Twenty 
years ago much of this property was 
the finest property in St. Louis. It has 
gcne to ruin through neglect and from 
holding the values too high. Valuable 
property in this section has been idle 
for years because of the craze of the 
people to move westward.” 
Employers of large 
clerks approve the plan and declare 
it the solution of the housing prob- 

lem. 

“Personally, I think it the greatest 
plan proposed,” said Fred Z. Solomon, 
manager, Famous & Barr Co., “for 
the development of greater St. Louis.

It would be of inestimable 
value from civic and personal stand- 
pceints to the individual. 

I sincerely hope that the plan may 
be brought to a definite conclusion, 
not only In this district, but in other 
localities where similar conditions 
exist.” 

3 F. A. Brueggeman, architect, 
and president of the Municipal Art 
Commission. is of .the opinion that 
many of the present buildings in this 
leeality could be remodeled while it 
would be necessary to tear down and 
rebuild many of the larger mansions.

Post, in its copyrighted weekly financial 
review today, says: 

“There have been presidential years 
when the stock market has advanced or 
declined in the week or two preceding 
the national conventions, on the basis 
of the shifting prospects of candidates 
for the nomination. But any such actu- 


al display of interest in advance of the 
party nominations has been rare. It 
occurred in 1896, because of the unex- 
pected strength shown by the silver free 
coinage party in the selection of dele- 
gates by the state conventions. It oc- 
curred in 1912, but for peculiar reasons, 
the fact of that year being the emotiona\ 
violence of the conflict, and the doubt 
over the prospects of one or another 
candidates were very much greater in 
the preconvention campaign than they 
were in the actual presidential contest. 

“After the Republican convention and 
the secession of Mr. Roosevelt and his 
followers from the Republican party, the 
cool judgment of the Stock Exchange 
concluded that the fight for the presi- 
dency was virtually settled; little was 
left except angr vituperation on the 
stump, which could not affect the math- 
— cal calculations as to the sure re- 
sult, 

The Present Situation, 

‘Perhaps it might be imagined that the 
stock market's apathy and indifference 
to the present extraordinary pre-con- 
vention fight, reflects an underlying be- 
lief that whatever is done by the dele- 
gates at Chicago, there will not be an- 
other ‘party split’ this year. 

“Be that as it may, the better ex- 
planation of the Stock Exchange’s in- 
difference may be found in the disap- 
ptarance of that foolish experiment of 
four years ago—the attempt to fight 
out the battle of November in the new-

The rains of the preceding wek, fol- 
lowed by the considerably higher tem- 
peratures of the week just ended, caused 
a rapid development of the crop. The 
Plants are backward, but are improving 
steadily; an uneven stand is reported, 
however, in Texas. Cultivation has been 
delayed in places, and fields are some- 
what grassy, but chopping is going on 
in the southern part of the cotton 
region. Boll weevil are reported in 
Jackson County, Florida, and are quite 
general in southern Alabama. There 
are some reports of squares forming in 
Alabama and Mississippi.”’

Spot Cotton in Demand. 


The continuance of this demand for 
cotton canot fail to sustain the price 
of cotton if it does not bring about a 
marked advance, sooner or later. Feel- 
ing has been that a large supply and a 
good prospect is not sufficient to bear 
the market on. The easy rates of in- 
terest and the liberality of the banks 
enables holders to keep a large part of 
the supply off. the market, and the 
prospect of peace, however, remote. 
adds an incalculable danger to short 
selling, and makes a short interest a 
highly nervous and easily stampeded 
interest. 

The big sea battle in the North Sea 
had very little effect on prices. Ap- 
parently interpretations differ as to 
what the result-will be so far as the 
cotton market is concerned. It might 
be considered as a bearish ature 
because it will add to the erman 
hope of ultimate victory, and con- 
tinue the war beyond the prospects 
of last week.

“If I were Wilson,”’ and it is written in the form of an imaginary addtess by President 
Wilson to the German Government. Up to now only small excerpts have been cabled 
across the ocean. The Post-Dispatch herewilh presents the full text.

Could it be otherwise in a land where we

For, too, the presumptuous desire, in the insolence 
of an irreverent energy. of irterfering in the fate 
of a, continent which for us long has given laws 
to the earth, contents form to the history of man- 
kind. 

The demesne which we rule and where we may 
gather in our harvest lies between Cape Lincoln 
and Cape Horn; and in it there is room for all 
the people to be born to our children and our 
children’s children. But the weal and the woe 
of both worlds are so closely knitted together by 
the network of nerves that complete separation 
is scarcely thinkable. The decay of the one can 
no longer be imagined without a profound weaken- 
ing of the other.

Germany asserts, all too zealously, her will to 
preserve peace; she increases, nevertheless, her mil- 
itary forces on land and on sea. Why, when no one 
wishes. to deprive her of any piece of territory and 
no sword will be unsheathed for the sake of Alsace- 
Lorraine? Evidently to enlarge her frontiers. This 
can be guarded against only by encircling her. Rus- 
sia, driven out of Eastern Asia by Japan, at the or- 
der of Great Britain, fears the German militariza- 
tion of Turkey, which Russia would fain deprive of 
Armenia and of the Straits, and bites at the bait, 
in hope of undoing, with the help of the strongest 
Powers of Western Europe, the work of Prussian

[ Bismarck’s Warning Was Forgotten’. | 
HOULD this plan succeed, should Italy fix 

herself in the Adriatic flank of the Bal- 

kans, and Austria-Hungary be shut in be- 

tween the Slavs (Russians and Serbs) and 
Latins (Italians and Rumanians), should her body 
be paralyzed by fragments of alien peoples which 
aim at reunion with their own nations, Germany 
would no longer be able to deliver a powerful 
tlow. Her enemies ‘do not wish for war; only 
because they are afraid of an attack and the at- 
tempt to establish an unbearable hegemony, do 
they try to contain the youngest great Power of 
Kurope within the frontiers which it had already 
acouired. 

In view of her growth in population and wealth, 
of her spiritual and economic achievements, Ger- 
many cannot accept them ag final; and because 
she does not want to submit to a hostile will, be- 
cause she does not want to let her most powerful 
weapon rust—the war to be carried on with tech- 


tempt to blunt the weapons for the efficiency 
of which they are responsible. They do not be- 
lieve that Russia, as the Czar asserts, would, even 
with a mobilized army, refrain from any warlike 
step or even gesture, until the last hope of agree- 
ment had vanished. 

They do not believe that England will abandon 
her convenient and now especially profitable neu- 
trality and enter the struggle, and they regard 
the London warning against any such belief as 
bluff; Grey’s plain promise to pledge the whole 
power of England, and his own reputation, upon 
the maintenance of proper relations between the 
triple entente and Germany, if peace be preserved, 
they régard as an empty swindle. For them only 
physical tangible facts count. They do not re- 
alize that anexation has for a long time ceased to 
be the only way of obtaining power, and they see 
in Russia’s and England’s hesitation to content 
themselves with an assurance of the complete 
maintenance of French, Belgian and Servian ter- 
ritorial integrity a proof of treacherous deceit. 
They have no need for the information that the 
establishment (1815) and the neutralization (1839) 
of the Flemish-Walioon Belgian State was brought 
atout at the wish of Britain, to protect that island 
kingdom from attack from this dangerous portion 
of Northwest European coast, and that England 
was bound to resist, on the ground that it was the 
prelude to operations against itself from the same 
bese, the German attempt to use Belgium as a 
base of operations against France.

LL that is of importance in their opinion is

of big industry—because she does not want to 
miss the favorable moment for the fateful enter- 
prise, she throws off all diplomatic mediation and 
whips out her sword against France and Russia. 
By this resolve, dictated, as she believes, by ne- 
cessity, she exposes herself to the most dangerous 
misconstruction and forgets the warning word 
which the creator of the German empire uttered 
in his most fruitful speech: “If we tLecome ag- 
gressors, the whole weight of the imponderabilia, 
which weigh heavier than all materia! things, will 
be on the side of the antagonist whom we have 
assailed.” 

A preventive war, then? The classical case. 
Two groups of Powers which do not trust each 
cther across the street. France fears that she 
may be attacked and treated as a hostage. Russia 
that she may be cut off from an ice-free sea for 
another hundred years. England has bound her- 
self to take no share itn any aggressive war 
against Germany, but has not, as was desired in 
Berlin, promised her neutrality in any war “forced 
upon” the German empire; for it could not but 
apprehend that any war provoked by aggressive- 
ness would appear to be “forced upon” those suf- 
fering by it. Germany did not want to be boxed 
in, nor to give the right of arbitration to a hos- 
tile majority, nor to allow herself to be weakened 
by the dismemberment, attempted from three 
quarters, of Austria. 


a Conquest Not Germany’s Aim a 


T is a libel upon Germany to say that it chose 
War not as a necessary measure of defense 
(Nothwehr), but as a means of. conquest. 
Only a madman could desire such a war, of 

issues impossible to forecast, and from which no 

gain could be garnered in the long run. It ts just 
as false, indeed, to assume that England, France 
and Russia, which were not armed at all, or at best 
only half ready (and needed a year to obtain the 
most necessary things), started with the deliberate 
intent to attack. They desired a diplomatic, 
net a military, struggle, and strained évery nerve 
to avoid immediate war. The outbreak, however, 
was not to be prevented; because, at the decisive 
moment, the will of the military chiefs was more 

powerful than that of the statesmen. To the mili- 

tary authorities Bismarck'’s advice, “In prepara- 

tion for war always remain one step behind your 
adversary,” was counted mere talk, with which 

a cunning drafter of notes wished to thrust his 

clumsy hand into the rough work of warriors. 

When Mars rules, think they, only their expert 

opinion is of consequence; and only they can 

judge when this crimson regime ‘s to begin. 

From the oldest times, since the origina) quar- 
rel waged by Agamemnon and Calchas between 
sword and brain, doubt as to the truth of any- 
thing issuing from the writer's desk has been 
firmly implanted in the minds of those ‘who com- 
mand in war. In every attempt to control them 
(we have witnessed it once more) they see an at- 


\ 


censured by the London Government and rejected 
by the Brussels Government on account of this 
unhappy thought. 

All treaties, events, feelings and bonds of mutual 
interest confirm the statesman in his conviction 
that Belgium, in order to avold becoming the the- 
ater of war, would have resisted with all {ts force 
any invasion, including an Anglo-French one. The 
army chief takes the possibility (the toleration of 
the advance of enemy troops into Belgium) for a cer- 
tainty and infers therefrom, ‘‘We must be the first to 
get in; they will let us through all right.”’ Superi- 
ority of force, he things, will quickly compel them 
to give over resistance. Also the warrior is not to 
be bound with thread; negotiations waste irreplaca- 
ble time; the Fatherland is calling. 

The state of affairs which gives precedence to such 
thoughts in every higher circle of communal life is 
called in modern speech ‘“militarism.’’ It does not 
only press for ever more powerful armaments, but 
it also accustoms citizens, scholars, merchants and 
artists to the idea that for a struggle between peo- 
ples, the only adequate weapon is armed conflict, and 
that everything else is unworthy and useless. In this 
Way it permeates every root and every branch and. 
twig of the nation. 

Militarism is a state of mind and a form of civil- 
ization. That without its existence heroism and the 
warlike virtues can thrive, a single glance at Bn- 
giand and France, at the two Servian states, at 
Hungary, at Austria, at Australia and Canada shows. 
That miltarism alone can guarantee constant readi- 
ness of every limb of the body politic for the rapid 
transition to war is proved by Germany’s achieve- 
ment, which ts unequaled in the history of the 
world. That is, in the material sphere; as a spir- 
itual achievement many will place higher the vol- 
untary enlistment of 3,000,000 island and colonial En- 
glishmen, the heroic endurance and self-sacrifice of 


the Servians and the French, fighting in the very 
face of the enemy. Twenty million heroes are fight- 
ing between Antwerp and Trebizond, and the majority 
grew up in unmilitary countries—yes, tn some which 
seemed to have succumbed to the plague of luxury. 
[ No Armed’ Truce, but a Firm Peace | 
ECAUSE militarism facilitates readiness for 
and temptation to, war, and because it can 
only spread further and further unless weeded 
out root and branch, the war must endure 
until it is destroyed. This siogan is proclaimed 
aloud by all the enemies of the German empire and 
is whispered by all neutrals. How long only by 
them? After the inconceivably horrible slaughter 
of which today at least 5,000,000 corpses and 10,000,000 
cripples are evidence, the cry for the sure establish- 
ing of peace will, even between Hamburg and Bag- 
dad, drown every other. 

Is the uprooting of militarism possible? To my 
mind, yes: an inevitable certainty. Its approach has 
been merely retarded by the foolish attempt to cut 
from the body of a state a portion which is indis- 
pensable to its vital functions or for its self-respect. 
From the first day of peace onward this state would 


be compelled to make every sacrifice in blood and 
money to attain the re-establishment of its Con- 
stitution and its prestige. 

Think, Grey, Briand, Gazonoff, through what thun- 
der clouds and what pressure of misery you would 
have to pine if thig mutilated Power were immortal 
Germany compelled to gather together all the ener- 
gies of mind and economic strength for the bursting 
of the barrier erected before its house, and for the 
chastisement of impious excess! 

But, Bethmann and Burian, do not forget that 
those who pine are more sensitive than giants, and 
that Servia itself has once already risen from the 
moldy tombs in which it seemed to be inclosed! 
A peace which, like a war, left crippled peoples be- 
hind it would only mean a truce. And we do not 
desire a peace that is a truce, but a truce which 
will rise to a firm and noble peace, to Europe's 
Easter. We wish it today because today it is pos- 
sible and therefore necessary.

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| Most Gigantic of All Revolutions 
E, all who are not blinded by irrational 
W rage, whose numbers grow every day in 
multitude and with whom in both camps, 
man for man, the dead agree. Those only 
stand far off who imagine that this war is essen- 
tially Ike other wars, and might—indeed must, like 
other wars—end in victory and defeat, treaty and 
indemnity. Those upon whom the realization has not 
yet dawned that this war’s most certain consequence 
—its only certain congequence—will be the most gi- 
gantic revolution of all times, a revolution that pen- 
etrates the whole of Europe with its flame, that plows 
1p the whole continent, beside which the revolutions 
of 1789 and 1793 might seem pretty child's play, and 
that every man of good will and natural plety must 
exert himself fervently to keep this revolution clear 
of blood guilt and confine it to the world of the spirit. 

No state, no people, no. class, neither man nor 
woman, will, after this war. this cataclysm, be as 
they were before. Constitutions and laws, prejudices 
and scruples, will lie prone before the whirlwind, like 
reeds In a pool. Let us take care that, from the altar 
of the new league—the league of humanity with di- 
vinely inspired nature—a grateful odor shall be waft- 
ed heavenward, as from Noah's thank-offering when 
his second dove had brought him the olive branch in 
its bill while the message of ‘“‘Peace on earth!” was 
writen shimmering across the sky. 

An armistice is possible. Nothing indispensable 
remains to be conquered; nothing that would suf- 
ficiently reward the effort involved. The alm and 
reault of that effort can only be the ventilation, 
cleansing, disinfecting, the hallowing without priest 
or dogma, of the Continent; the transformation of 
swampy. moldy, hate-befogged, envy-poisoned 
ground into the luminous abode of free men, working 
on the basis of their own right and consequéntly 
respecting that of others—men who, just because they 
are strong and proud of their reason, cannot but 
affirm their will to select in peaceful ways the fit- 
test, whether among individuals or peoples. The 
wolf will not graze beside the lamb, nor the lion 
run with the hare. But the form of war and other 
horrors will be radically altered, as after the first 
deluge when the curse and condemnation of all liv- 
ing things was lifted from the earth, and the rain- 
pow bridged over the chasm between godhood and 
beasthood. 


{ Days of Competitive Armament Dead | 


HIS hope does not appeal to you? You want 
| vengeance, retribution, the chastisement, the 


annihilation of the enemy? Woe to you if it 

should be left to the wrath of the people to 
drive their rulers and governors out of the thorny 
entanglements of such illusions! Only at the cost of 
its own enervation can one group so crush the other 
to earth. And behind the melancholy monument of 
such a universally destructive victory militarism 
would rear itself more menacingly aloft. Now it may 
be rooted out from the ficld on which honor has been 
maintained and power demonstrated, but the de- 
cisive battle ‘has not been fought. Now the power 
which received it as an heitrioom from the. soldier 
King and Frederick (the Great), then let it rust and 
only polished it up again under the lash of Bona- 
parte, that power can now, without inward or out- 
ward impoverishment, lay it to rest. 

The days of competitive armament are dead. In un- 
conquered countries the will of the people, together 
with lack of money, forbids its revival. Has it not 
ever been the part of wisdom to do voluntarily to- 
day what would have to be done involuntarily to- 
morrow, and to make a profit of necessity? As 
Scharnhorst borrowed from the enemy, from the 
leaders of the French revolutionary armies, the 
cry for universa] service; as Bismarck annexed and 
added to his own hand the Austrian trump card 
of manhood suffrage, thereby securing the prepon- 
derance of Prussia in the German confederation, 
and the union of all Germans, save those under 
Hapsburg sovereignty, so will the new Germany make 
the watchword of her enemies her own, and, impress- 
ing upon it the stamp of her spirit, confer upon it the 
value which her needs require. 

‘In the half-ripe Europe, botched by the Congress 
of Vienna, and not yet adjusted to the dread of na- 
tional disintegration, while we were threatened by 
the enevy of our neighbors and oppressed by the 
nightmare of a hostile coalition, we have never, 
whether in poverty or in wealth, neglected or hag- 
glied over anything required for the strengthening of 
our defensive armament. That in our efforts to build 
up the military state we were not following a de- 
ceptive will-o’-the-wisp the summer of 1914 ‘has 
proved. Now, however, in a continent which has 
discharged its humors, the aim of our striving is: 
Organized peace. We cannot give up the army, in- 
dispensable as a school of manhood; We can only 
transform its nature, ite period of service and its 
method of training, in the light of the lessons of yes- 
terday and with a view to the needs of tomorrow. 
We n undertake no humiliating engagement nor 
anything in the least approaching to it, but 
in a Europe spiritually purified and freed from 
the gray spider's web of knavish treaties, we 
can come to an understanding with other strong peo- 
ples as to the extent of our armaments, and place 
ourselves in frank fellowship with all other states, 
under the control of arbitration. This we can do with- 
out fear of being outvoted or constrained to do 
aught unfitting: for the longing for the preservation 
of peace will be 10 times, aye, a hundred times, 
stronger in all other lands than in ours, and in 
none will the wish arise wantonly to attack us after 
what we have achieved in these two summers and two 
winters.”’

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Looking Forward to the Future 


ERMAN banks and industrial companies hold 
the mastery over—‘‘control” is the hypocrit- 
ical New York expression—many foreign un- 
dertakings, whether openly or from behind «@ 

screen painted with other colors. They have acquired 
the majority of shares, or something approaching 
to jt, but not the land and buildings, and they have 
taken great care to install German officials or to 
hang out the banner of the empire. Why must states 
act with less sagacity? Might gives right; the ap- 
pearance of might, nothing but vexation. 

The eye of my spirit looks forward to the time when 
states shall league themselves in @ community of 
interests, pass from pooling to fusion, and, to save 
expenses, merge two official staffs into one. For 
the present that is only to be thought of as between 
different sections of one national organism. But the 
more sterile, in the days of electric trunk lines 
and international legality, the idea of frontiers be- 
comes, and the more solid the unity of Europe, will 
it not held good, too, as between Holland, Belgium 
and Luxemburg, between Spain and Portugal, be- 
tween the Scandinavian kingdoms, between the Baltic 
provinces from Riga to Finnish Tornea, between two 
or three Balkan States? 

The new form of annexation which opens to.the 
stronger state the channel of influence, and spares 
the feelings of the weaker, will certainly be in proc- 
ess of casting tomorrow. And, as (since the war has 
broken down all dams tre frood of democracy is un- 
restrainable) the hour cannot be very distant in 
which even great Powers shall note in defensive 
associations, and, after amalgamating their steamship 
lines, both for freight and pxssenger traffic, shall 
maintain only a fleet of cruisers, a submarine squad- 
ron and a standing army. Why not, since even to- 
day they cannot take from each other any posses- 
sion of enduring worth, and the day after tomor- 
row, at latest, the unmuzzled populace will forbid 
them even to wish to do so? Hearken to the voice of 
the fleeting hours! At thelr bidding, if madness no 
longer howls them down, greater miracles than this 
will come to birth.

Zi 
HE first timid aspirations toward this end 
| may be heard in the demands for the na- 
tionalization of all munition manufactures. 
If it cannot supplant private enterprise alto- 
gether, by enlisting men of the stature of Balin, 
Lloyd-George, Rathenau, Stinnes and Thomas for the 
reorganization of the whole business, it may farm 
out the fwork to private individuals at high, but 
fixed rentals. Our deluge has swept away, among 
sO many other things, the superstition that only 
when spurred by the craving for profits can men do 
great things. Never again and nowhere must a class 
of men arise who shall suck profit from the dripping 
veins of the soldiers—who have a loathsome busi- 
ness interest in the outbreak and prolongation of a 
war, because it destroys weapons, guns, clothes, 
boots, horses, motor cars, armor plates, barbed wire, 
explosives, copper, nickel, rubber. ships and airships. 
camp kitchens, cement, concrete, searchlights and 
commerial tonnage, and, therefore, requires them to 
be replaced at lightning speed and at enormously tn- 
fiated prices. No Parliament will then vote money 
for armaments of which the chief profits do not flow 
into the coffers of the state. 


The Government which did not bind iteelf te this 
would beg in vain to be admitted to the fire and life 
insurance league formed by the nations great and 
small. This international ifnsurance company re- 
quires a strong police force or militia; otherwise { 
could not compel obedience to its verdicts, and & 
verdict which cannot be executed is rubbish and ulti- 
mately fuel. It requires, destitute ag it is of any 
revenue to finance itself and its European militia, 
to possess a fund bearing interest. How is # to 
amasa such from the wasted and impoverished Con- 
tinent? How, I ask. is it to find the means to pay 
off the war loans, to defray the costs of restoring 
the country, rebuilding the ruined cities and vil- 
lages, replacing the implements, maintaining the crip- 
ples and helpless survivors in dignity, far above the 
mere minimum of necessity, to their lives’ end. 


Twenty-one months of war have cost from 100,000,- 
000,000 to 120,000,000,000 marks: té that are to be added 
the costs of restoration and the burden of maintain- 
ing disabled soldiers and their dependents. A bare 
indemnity, which tn respect of such sums would look 
Ifke not more than the mushroom at the foot of the 
giant beech tree, even the victor In the height of his 
triumph cannot hope to obtain. And tribute wrung 
out by a military occupation protracted beyond the 
lustrum, the decade, was a possibility tn the time of 
Rome’s glory and fall, but today ts as little a pos- 
sibility as that forcible deportation of whole tribes 
and peoples of which many dream. No state that has 
been involved in the deluge can look for any other 
indemnification but that which it creates by {ts own 
economics.

On Smooth and Proper Manipu- 
lation of Levers Depends Life 

| and Safety of the Car, 

ie Says Expert.

Perhaps the most difficult problem 


-for the beginner to master when learn- 


ing to drive is proper shifting of the 
gears. There is no particular work 
attached to gear shifting, but consid- 
erable judgment must be exercised. To 
do so intelligently and with a minimum 


of wear and tear to the mechanism, 
one should first be familiar with the 
principles involved. At least a work- 
ing knowledge is required, otherwise 
the operator manipulates, at random 
and with very little confidence. If a 
person has driven a horse through the 
congested districts of the city he is 
familiar with control and judging of 
distances. It has been said that an 


automobile is more readily controlled 


and less dangerous to handle than a 
horse. In both instances the ability 


te control lesgens as the speed in- 


creases, 


The automobile engine operates con-.- 
stantly in one direction. 


its speed may 
be increased or decreased by opening 
o: closihg the throttle. Likewise more 
o: less power is obtained. At slow en- 
gine speed the power is less. As more 
or less power is needed to pull the load 
under varying conditions, the throttle 
is opened or closed. Between the motor 
and transmission is a disconnecting 
member termed a “clutch.’”’ When this 
iz disengaged by depressing the clutch 
pedal, the motor runs free and the 
car will coast irrespective of the posi- 
tion of the gears. Likewise if the 
clutch is engaged, but the gears in 
neutral position, the motor, clutch and 
counter shaft gears will idle and the 
car coast. In brief, there are two sep- 
arating points between the motor and 
the driving wheels when the clutch 
is disengaged, and when the gears are 
in neutral position. 

Assuming that the motor has been 
Started and the operator is ready to 
start the car, the first thing he must 
do is to select the proper speed in 
order to get under way. With three 
speeds forward and one reverse it is 
not a difficult matter to ascertain the 
correct position of the gear shift lever 
for the different speeds desired. In the 
accompanying chart the position ror the 
gear shift lever 1s piainly indicated, 
showing in what direction the lever 
must be moved to obtain the desired 
speed. 

Before proceeding further it may be 
well to know just what takes place in 
the transmission when the clutch pedal 
is. depressed and the gear shift lever 
moved. Likewise one should know the 
necessity for declutching before moving 
the lever. 

In the upper left hand corner of the 
chart is shown a weight being raised 
through a simple gear reduction. Like 
wise below this is shown the same 
weight being raised through compound 
gear reduction. It is obvious that less 
effort need be apriied at “U’’ in the 
lower sketch than at ‘‘U’’ in the upper 
sketch. Horsepower is measured by 
lifting a certain weight through a cer- 
tain space within a certain period of 
time. In the lower sketch the gear 
“UO” will turn twice as many times to 
raise the weight “Y’’ through a fixed 
distance as the gear “‘U" in the upper 
eketch. In other words, the lower 


* ketch may represent the first speed ef- 


fect of the transmission and the upper 
sketch the second speed effect, direct 
rive being accomplished without trans- 
mitting power through any gears. 
Suppose, for instance, one should turn 
the handle at “U” until the weight ‘‘y’’ 
was raised to its highest point and then 
tnmesh one of the gears. Naturally the 
weight would start to fall very rapidly. 
While the weight was falling and the 
gear “X” revolving very fast, due to 
the pull of the weight, suppose one 
should attempt to mesh the gear ‘‘W"’ 
with the gear “X" at this time? In 
the first place it would be almost ign- 
possible to do it. In the second place, 
both gears would be very much dam- 
aged at the point of contact. Even 
though the teeth are somewhat beveled 
to facilitate easy meshing, it would be 
a very difficult feat to perform. The re-

Assuming a similar condition as be- 
fore outlined, namely gear “W"’ un- 
meshed from gear “X"' with weight 
“yy starting to fall. Suppose it possi- 
ble to speed up the gear “W" to the 
game speed as that of the gear “X,” 
then it would be an easy matter to 
bring the two gears in mesh.

and the gear lever moved to second 
speed position. Doing this will bring 
main shaft second speed sliding sear 
“K"’ into mesh with counter-shaft sec- 
ond speed gear “F."’ Again the clutch 
should be engaged gradually and the 
motor accelerated, to inerease the speed 
of the car: When this is done the clutch 
ie again disengaged and the lever moved 
to third or direct speed position. This 
locks gear “‘K” to gear “J” by means 
of the dog clutch, effecting direct drive 
fre. crank shaft to rear axle. 

The art of choosing the proper instant 
when to shift the gears must be ob- 
tained through practice. Take for ex- 
ample shifting from first to second 
speed. The gear “‘L’’ is unmeshed from 
the gear ‘‘H”’ and the gear “K” brought 
into mesh with gear “F.’’ If a car :s 
rolling at the rate of six miles per 
hour the gear “K’’ will be revolving at 
a certain rate of speed proportionate 
to the forward movement of the car. [f 
motor is turning fast clutch “C’’ will 
be revolving at the same speed and like- 
wise the counter-shaft gears E, F, G 
ang H, the driving gears J and E being 
constantly in. mesh. As soon as the 
clutch is disengaged it will start to come 
to a standstill. 

The proper time to shift to gears 
to avoid clashing is at that instant 
when the second speed gears ‘“‘F’”’ and 
“K" approximate each other in speed. 
Ordinarily there is a clutch brake which 
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quickly stops the clutch rotating as 
soon as disengaged and affords rapid 


change from one speed to another. The 
sume rule applies in shifting from a 


higher gear to a lower gear. To do 
this without clashing the gears it is 
often necessary to shift to neutral, 
engage clutch and then accelerate mo- 
tor to speed up the clutch before dis- 
engaging and shifting to the lower 
fear. 


In shifting to the reverse gear care 
must be taken to bring the car to a 
standstill before attempting to shift. If 
this is not done serious damage is very 
apt to result. The reverse is obtained 
by driving through a reverse idle gear 
located at “‘I’’ between upper main shaft 
and countershaft. This reverse idler 
is constantly in mesh with ‘‘H” and 
engaged when gear ‘‘L’’ is brought back 
into mesh with it by moving the gear 
shift lever to reverse position. 

When first learning to drive the oper- 
ator is very apt to become confused 
because there seems to be so many 
things to do at one time. The feet 
must be trained to act in unison with 
the hands. Once the driver understands 


what is actually taking place he will, 


instinctively act without hesitation. The 
most efficient operator performs auto- 
matically. He does not have to think 
or reason out what he should do.

STARTING A‘ STARTER . 


Most all of us have gone along the 
street at some time or other, and heard 
a inotor churn and churn under the po'v- 
er of an electric starter without any 
apparent results. 
This is one of the most frequent causes 
of storage tattery troubie, nccording to 
a service representative of the Wil- 
lard Storage Battery Co. He explaine:l 
that very few motorists scened to re- 
alize the immense amount of electric 
power which is required to turn a mo- 
tor, and what a considerable amcunt of 
driving at charging speed is necessary 
to restore same amount of current to 
the battery. 

A little care in operating the self- 
starter will obviate this trouble. ‘The 
driver should always inake sure that the 
starting switch is thrown before attempt- 
ing to operate the self-starter. Some- 
times the gasoline tank is empty and 
under such conditions no amount of 
cranking would start the motor. 

The ignition button should always be 
pressed in firmly and all wire conne2- 
tions should be tight. Occasionally the 
gasoline mixture is too weak and on 
most cars this can be adjusted from tlie 
dash. The coil and distributor should 
be kept perfectly dry in order for the 
current to reach the spark plugs. 


FROM ‘NOTHING TO SIXTY’ 


“Remarkable flexibility has been de- 
veloped in the six-cylinder motors that 
form the power plant of the 1916 West- 
cott cars,’’ says T. C. Brandle of the 
Westcott Motor Sales Co. of St. Louis.

exposed shame of their racial breeds 
with the mantle of brotherhood. 


Let Europe’s war debt become a fund 
of atonement. Let the loan coupons 
in all the European states which have 
participated in the war (and in those 
ready to recognize the principle of ar- 
bitration) be valid money, guaranteed 
by all the debtors, not a currency which 
can be rendered worthless by dissolute- 
ness and fraud like the assignats of 
the Jacobin Convention and the French 
Directorate. Money which in every 
country subject to the authority of the 
court of arbitration must be taken at 
every counter by every creditor at its 
full face value. For how long? Till 
those weakened by the war can redeem 
the international currency with national 
metal or paper. In 40 years, at the ear- 
liest,: in 60 years, at the longest, after 
the conclusion of peace. 

Punishment for Peace Breakers. 


The International Court of Justice ad- 
ministers the fund and sets aside in 
equal portions from the contributions 
of all the states what it needs for itself 
and its militia. It has to punish the 
party disobedient to its verdict by the 
infliction of a money penalty, and in- 
validate, call in, destroy, all the current 
loan coupons of any state which, with- 
out being threatened in life and Hmb, 
breaks the peace. In that direction the 
glimpse of a mutual European gecurity 
may be descried, a bond which can hold 
together and yet not pull the strings 
too tight, not throttle to death. The 
continent would be freed from money 
tightness; it would not need to allow 
the arts and sciences to wither, indus- 
try, technique, commerce and house- 
hold decencies to sink back into desti- 
tution. It would not need to frighten 
its citizens by the threat of crushing 
taxation across the seas. 

It would be under gentle compulsion 
to bury deep and bury quickly the idle 
remembrance of fruitless strife, in order 
that the stink of its rottenness might 
nowhere poison the will for great, clean 
human business yielding fruit to justice 
and civilization to those near and those 
far away. He who holds us for noth- 
ing but hucksterers, without ideals and 
without reverence for the noble things 
fashioned by brain and hand, cannot 
doubt that we, North and South Amer- 
ica, will, for the sake of custom and 
a market, if for nothing else, take a 
new paper money in payment, that we 
will set it in circulation and enter with 
both feet into the Federal Hall under 
the dome of which we might deliver 
our giant island from fear of attack, 
and from something still more painful, 
the duty of undergoing uncomfortable 
militarism.

France, so loveably unreasonable, se- 
cure against irremediable exhaustion of 
its power of reproduction, well-spring 
of the finest social delights, surrounded 
by the bubblings of the old Gallic fes- 
tivity, France neutralized, and that soon 
it may be at its own desire, hike the free 
Belgium (free too from lust of revenge), 
the costs of whose rebuilding will be 
borne, half of them #ermany, and 
a quarter of them by England and 
France respectively.

Do Twice as Much as Union Members 
Did Under Trade Union 
Rules. 

LONDON, June 3.—Girls and women 
have Increased the output of machines 
by which war munitions are made from 
10) to 120 per cent as compared with the 
results obtained by men operating them 
under trade union rules in the early 
days of the war, it was declared by Sir 
William Beardmore in his presidential 
address to the Iron and Stee! Institute. 
. “Early in the war,’ Beardman said, 
“it was found at the Parkhead forge 
that the output from the _ respective 
machines was not ;:» great as the ma- 
chines were designed for, and one of 
the workers was induced to do his best 
to obtain the most out of a machine. 
He very ‘greatly increased his output, 
notwithstanding his predilection for 

trade union restrictions. 

“When it was founda that the demands 
of the Government for a greatly accel- 
erated production of shells required the 
employment of girls in the projectile 
factory, owing to the scarcity of skilled 
workers, these girls in all cases pro- 
duced more than double that by thor- 
oughly trained mechanics—members of 
the trade unions—working the same ma- 
chines under the same conditions. 

‘“‘Three representative cases may be 
quoted.

Missouri Pacific Pays Final 
Claims in Legal Contest With 
Kansas Millers. 


FAILURE TO SUPPLY CARS 


Case Originated in Car Shortage 
and Milling Company De- 
murrage Demand. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 3.—A lawsuit 
that began over an $89 claim and which 
has been in the Kansas and the United 
States courts for an even 10 years and 
has cost upward of $30,000 in actual cash 
payments, has just been ended. The 
Missouri Pacific Railroad has paid final 
claims against it and bondsmen for the 
company have been released from fur- 
ther liability in the case by the Kansas 
Supreme Court. 

The Kansas Legislature of 1905 passed 
what is known as the reciprocal demur- 
rage law. It provided that, if a shipper 
did not unload his cars promptly, the 
railroad could collect for the excess 
time and, if a shipper called for cars 
and did not get them promptly, the 
shipper. might collect demurrage from 
the railroad. 

The Larabee Milling Co. is one of the 
largest mills in Kansas. It is located 
at Stafford and has track facilities wit} 
both the Missouri Pacific and the Atchi. 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe, through a con- 
necting switch. In the car shortage in 
the summer of 1906, the company asked 
for some cars from the Missouri Pacific. 
The road failed to put them on the sid- 
ing when asked for and for some days 
thereafter, and the millers demanded 
the demurrage. The company refused 
to pay and the lawsuit was started 
over the claim of $89. 

a Beginning of the Case. 

The case began in the Kansas Supreme 
Court as an application for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the Missouri Pa- 
cific to furnish the milling company 
with cars. It was tried in the Supreme 
Court after some months and the millers 
won. The railroad took the case to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. The 
millers won again. 

The law also provided that, if a claim 
against the railroad was sustained by the 
courts, the railroad would have to pay 
the attorney fees for the complainant. 
After winning the original case, the 
millers asked for payment of the attor- 
ney fees. Thfs was refused, and the 
Kansas Supreme Court was asked to 
order the payment of the fees. This was 
done. Then there was a year or more 
of intermittent hearings on the question 
of the fees. Claims had been presented 
for fees aggregating $70,000. The original 
lawyers for the milling company had to 
hire other lawyers to prosecute their 
claims for fees. A master was named to 
find out what fees would be proper. A 
hypothetical question of some _ 16,000 
words was submitted to hundreds of 
lawyers throughout the country. The 
question set forth in detail the work 
done in the case in two courts and asked 
each lawyer what he thought would be 
a reasonable fee. The answers varied 
from $5000 to $100,000. 

In Highest Court Again. 

An order was firally made fixing the 
fee for the attorneys for the millers at 
a little less than $30,000. The railroad re- 
fused to pay this amount and the case 
went to the Supreme Court of the United 
States again. There the railroad won. 
There was a new hearing in Kansas on 
the question of fees and again the rail- 
road appealed and a third time the case 
went to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and the railroad won partially

The case was recently returned to the 
Kansas Supreme Court and the orders 
made to settle the suit as directed by 
the Supreme Court of the United States.

are a majority. Well, they 
have their place. I am not 
here to abuse them. Nearly 
all of them are honest, but 
once in a while one of them 
is a hypocrite, makes his 
living by being a reformer, 
but who would think of one 
of them for a member of 
Congress, or Senator, or 
President? For those offices 
we want a politician, a man 
of affairs, a man whose range 
of vision can cover the whole 
country, and if necessary the 
whole world. 


Lincoln was assassinated 
by a crazy man. Later on 
Garfield was assassinated, 
and later on McKinley; and 
when Lincoln was assassinat- 
ed it was the saddest day far 
the Southland and the North- 
land. There would have been 
no mistake made, in my 
judgment, if Lincoln had not 
been assassinated. When the 
proposition was made to put 
South Carolina and Virginia 
together in one military dis- 
trict he said: “No; I want 
to keep the States separate 
so far as I can to preserve 
their autonomy and to help 
strengthen the Union.” But 
he was assassinated. If he 
had remained President when 
your State governments were 
being formed you would not 
have had _ reorganizations 
that made peons practically 
of the l@te slaves, and when 
that happened then came re- 
construction with all the 
hardships that followed. It 
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ens, and we want to study 
the influence of the sun on 
the earth’s atmosphere and 
upon the earth.” 

I said, “Five thousand dol- 
lars isn’t much. You want 
to make a little laboratory?”

Well, you know that man 
did construct a machine, put 
it on a secow, and went down 
the Potomac River. It did 
fly for a minute; it did fly, 
but the engine was imperfect. 
He was the discoverer; and 
then the Yankee Wrights 
caught on to it a little later 
and improved the engine, and 
you now have the aeroplane. 
It is the same plan exactly. 
But, gentlemen, after all, if 
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was a great loss to the North 
and a great loss to the South. 


I believe the hand that 
used the weapon io take the life of Lincoln was inspired by the press, 
North and South, that denounced Mr. Lincoln. I believe the same thing 
is true of Garfield, and the same thing is true of McKinley. I believe in 
the freedom of the press, but, at times, a terrible effort is required to 
guarantee that freedom when the liberty of the press gets to be the license 
of the press. 

Let us be honest and square. My primary education was gotten before 
I was 13 in a little log schoolhouse. If I am educated at all, it is by 
virtue of my experience in reading since I arrived at the age of 21. I am 
not educated greatly. I can prove that by these reporters here when I 
revise ny remarks, or, if not, by the typesetters at the 
Government Printing Office, for I cannot correctly punc- 
tuate a half a dozen sentences to save my life. Oh, yes; 
I know what a comma is, and I know what a period is, 
and | know what a dash is, and I know what an interro 
gation point is, and there it ceases. That interrogation 
point is very useful to me in punctuation, and I would 
like to put it in the brain of gentlemen in these two 
magnificent speeches, so full of wit and ridicule. Why? 

Oh, gentlemen, we have got to take something on 
trust; we have got to admit that somebody in the wide 
world is wise besides ourselves. We would not get

- ) , : we are to legislate upon what 
we know absolutely, each 
man giving advice—and there

“We did no track work of any kind until 
my junior year. Previous to that time I 
had run a few footraces, as boys will do in 
the country.

I 
started my first training in the fall. We 
played basket ball outdoors until it was too 
cold and then we used an indoor court. 
After Christmas I started running on the 
roads, taking a half-mile run once a day 
during some recess.

FINE experiment in human chemistry is 
being tried in filmdom—so fine, indeed, 
that it should make the tall domes in the 
scientific laboratories of the world lift 
up to be rubbed.

“Jove!” said the magnate, thinking, as all men do, 
in the terms of his own profession, ‘‘what a face to be 
filmed!” 

It is part of the business of a moving nicture man 
to find faces to be filmed. More than that, it is the 
hardest part of his business. They are not easily found. 
The discovery of one is a rare stroke of fortune. 


It so happened that, for a long time, Mr. Fox had 
been turning over a novel theory in his brain. Genu- 
ine movie stars almost invariably have come from the 
stage and usually have been theatrical stars or, at least, 
players of exceptional ability, before they are engaged 
for the movies. Fox’s theory was that, given the right 
sort of material, wholly unspoiled, adaptable, the right 
sort of training could develop a more desirable player 
than the stage had ever lent. 


And here was just what he had been looking for! The 
unknown girl of this face which caught his eyes in 
the crowd was just,what he had pictured his “unspoiled 
material’ to be.

Catch Slayers of American Explorers 


, : " 
Picturesque hunt for Eskimos who killed Radford 

and Street—First news from pursuers tells 

how these two men met their end at the 


hands of natives ae 


OMEWHERE, well within the Arctic Circle, a 
man hunt, two years old, is today being pur- 
sued with all the energy that the famous 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police can com- 
mand. The chief object of this effort is to 
bring to book the Eskimo murderers of Rad- 
ford, the American explorer, and his compan- 
ion, Street. The crime was committed in 1913 and no 
urging by the Washington authorities was necessary to 
inspire immediate action on the part of the Riders of 
the Plains. In Regina, Saskatchewan, is the headquar- 
ters of the mounted police and the supreme commander 
is Commissioner Perry. It was the spring of 1914 that 
the slaying of these two Americans reached this center 
of authority and the result of the long chase is ex- 
pected to be known here 
this fall or next spring. 

Inspector John Beyts, the 
most famous man hunter of 
the remote Northern wilds, 
was dispatched at once to 
the scene, Bathurst Inlet, an 
arm of the Arctic Ocean. 
Approximately he would 
journey 4000 miles from Re- 
gina, a thousand’ miles by 
rail and the balance by ship, 
“York” boat, dog sled and 
afoot. Beyts’ party consists 
of eight members of the 
force, two halfbreed “voyagers,” or boatmen, 
and it will be supplemented in the Arctic Cir- 
cle by the employment of Eskimo guides and 
interpreters. With this small party, equipped 
merely with small arms, this intrepid force 
proposes to bring the murderers to justice and 
establish a new military post somewhere on 
the inlet adjacent to the scene of the crime. 
There is much that appeals to the imagination 
in this bold adventure, yet Beyts and his men 
left the Regina post as casually as if they were 
reporting for duty instead of initiating a 
journey that might consume years, involving 
perils and privations of supreme type. 

Last week a report arrived from the man 
hunters. It had ileft Baker Lake Feb. 6, which 
is a remote inlet of Hud- 
son’s Bay, 400 miles north 
of Port Nelson. The 
courier came down by doz 
train, boat and foot to 
Nelson. There is a wire- 
less station at Port Nel- 
son and the message was 
relayed into Winnipeg. It 
contained nothing relating to the murder investigation, 
as the police patrol had been much delayed by ice and 
unusual weather conditions. The report did relate, 
however, more details of the American explorers’ fate 
than had previously been revealed. As in all sections 
of the world remote from civilization, news among the 
wild tribes travels rapidly. Eskimo tribes interviewed 
by Inspector Beyts confirmed the report of the 1913 
fight on the bleak shores of the Arctic Ocean. Two 
men actually took part in the slaying—Hull-la-lark and 
Am-me-ker-nic. 

Radford had an ambitious plan. He started from 
the Mackenzie River Basin, close to Great Slave Lake, 
going into the North via Regina, Winnipeg, Edmonton 
and the Peace River country. Traveling east, he ulti- 
mately came out on the shores of Hudson’s Bay, north 
of Port Nelson. Proceeding up the coast, he reached 
Chesterfield Inlet, an arm of Hudson Bay, stretching a 
hundred miles westward, which widens into Baker Lave, 
itself 75 miles long. Thence he journeyed 500 miles north 
to Bathurst Inlet. His plan was to work westward 
along the Arctic coast to the Mackenzie River delta, thus 
completing an are 4000 miles long. On Bathurst Inlet 
the two American explorers met their fate and their 
bodies lie somewhere in that dreary waste, where few 
white men are ever seen. he 

A famous Eskimo chief, who was guiding Radford and 
Street, related the story of the fierce fight which ended 
in their murder-—a desperate encounter, in which Rad- 
ford’s courage won the admiration of the savages, who 
stood back, however, and permitted the American and 
his companion to be stabbed to death. Aklack said he 
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was not present 
when the men 
were slain. He 
got the details 
from another Es- 
kimo guide — 
Ne-ve-li, who ad- 
mitted he was 
present but could 
not aid the white 


men when the 
Savage attack 
was made 


The party were 
moving to a point in the interior and one of the guides 
refused to go. Radford struck him with a whip. The 
savage grappled with the explorer and they fell to the 
ground. Radford was not a large man, but was a pow- 
erful athlete. His assailant—Hull-la-lark—was famed 
among the robust Northern tribes as a wrestler of class, 

but the American was choking the life out 
of him, when Am-me-ker-nic ran forward 
7 and plunged a large fish spear into the 
Z explorer’s back. Though wounded unto 

} death, Radford wrenched the ugly weapon 
from his murderer, drew 
it out of his back and re- 
newed the fight for his 
life. Both savages then 
grabbed spears and finally 
got their victim down and 
cut his throat. Street was 
some distance away when 
the fight started and was 
killed as he ran forward 
to the aid of his com- 
panion, the fish spears be- 
ing plunged into his body. 

The mounted police 
headquarters in Regina 
control posts located all 
along the basis of the 
great Mackenzie River.

here personally acquainted with many of the tribes 
who reside in the neighborhood of this crime and they 
are a unit in expressing an opinion that something 
unusual must have occurred, other than the mere strik- 
ing of an Eskimo, to provoke them to murderous wrath. 
In fact, it is said one of the murderers saifi that the 
reason he did not want to go with Radford the day of 
the crime was that his wife was sick. Radford ap- 
parently did not understand. The wives always ac- 
company the hus- 


bands, whatever 
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the hazard of a 
journey, and this 
may have pro- 
voked the mur- 
der, they say. 

On the whole, 
the patrols which 
come regularly 
into contact with 
the Eskimo as- 
sert that they are 
gentle folk. In- 
spector Beyts, in 
his report, refers 
to that particular 
tribe as the 
Killin-E-Muit and 
adds that they 
are brave hunt- 
ers, using long 
spears in fishing 
and sealing. With 
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these frail weap- 
ons they attack

herds of musk ox and display great skill and courage in 
the chase. In dealing with the Hudson’s Bay traders 
this tribe usually selects one man whom they send inte 
Port Nelson or Fort Churchill with their furs, never 
permitting many members of the tribe to come into 
contact with the white man. They are the most unciy- 
ilized of all the Eskimo family. It has never been the 
custom of the great trading company to supply these 


Savages with modern weapons, chiefly through fear of . 


the consequences, and in addition they would soon slay 
all the fur-bearing animals and destroy a lucrative 
source of trade. With their primitive weapons they 
cannot kill sufficient numbers to deplete the stock. The 
Catholic Church has many missions in the Mackenzie 
River Basin, but these Eskimos still retain most of their 
savage customs, one of which is the duel. When two 
men quarrel, they are given weapons and fight to the 
death. Thus the quarrel is settled, the survivor is sup- 
posed to have been in the right. 

Such is the character of the people these few mounted 
police officers have been sent among. It is not a puni- 
tive expedition, but they are expected to induce the 
chief members of the tribe to arrest and try these twe 
murderers according to the rites of the Eskimo. Inci- 
dentally, the police will establish a new post as near 
the scene of the crime as possible, to further impress the 
wild men with the authority of the Canadian system. 


By this time it is believed at the Regina headquarters, . 


Inspector Beyts has reached the scene of the crime. 

It is significant of the spirit which animates the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police that these 
expeditions into the ‘“‘No Man’s Land” 
of the great North country are un- 
dertaken periodically, with no dis- 
play of force. The patrols are fre 
quently composed of a single police 
man. He carries two revolvers and 
a carbine, but not for use against the 
natives, for this would be useless in 
his isolated position. In the Arctic 
Circle the authority of the force ex- 
tends and it is exerted with little fric- 
tion. Of course, the tribes understand 
that if they are to trade with the 
Hudson's Bay posts, they must con- 
duct themselves according to the 
orderly ideas of the 
police. The penalty 
is refusal of the trad- 
ing post to receive 
their furs. That 
would mean very 
great discomforts if 
not death by starva- 
tion, in many  in- 
stances, The head 
men are supreme 
among these wild 
people and the patrols 
operate through them. 
The security of a 
whole tribe may thus 
be endangered in 
their relations with 
the trading posts by action of one or two violent char- 
acters. Therefore, the chief must discipline them for 
the good of the other members and his authority is 
preserved on the ground of mutual protection. 

“This company of adventurers trading into Hudson’s 
Bay,” as the great organization of\ traders is officially 
known, co-operate closely with the mounted police. 
Friction would injure trade, and the Hudson's Bay Co, 
is thinking first of busingss. Not infrequently these 
Eskimos bring into the posts members of their tribes 
who are “wanted” from remote points and execute the 
judgment of the police, but the penalties are usually 
light, capital punishment never being insisted upon. 
Officers assert that the Eskimos as a rule have a very 
high sense of justice and preserve a code of morals that 
in every way compare favorably with those of a civilized 
people. One chief difference, however, is that there is 
no delay after the head men have rendered a decision. 
“Blood atonement,” however, is very infrequent, as the 
tribes see no justice in destruction of human life. One 
who kills is required to pay the family of the victim, 
or in the case of a widow or children, may be required 
to support them by his labor. Therefore, it is unlikely 
that the men who murdered the two Americans will 
meet death, but by a show of authority it is expected 
that the country will be made safe in future for white 
men, explorers or traders.

as to one’s health, scientists say, af- 
firming that if a man is as old as his 
arteries, he is also as well as his feet. 
That there is a deal of truth in this 
view will be admitted by everyone who has suffered the 
physical languor, the mental depression, the keen, nerv- 
ous irritability, which may arise from weak and painful 
fect. 

_And weak feet are the rule, rather than the exception. 
according to physicians, who assert that the pedal ex- 
tremities of a large majority of men, women and chii- 
cren show more or less sharp departures from the nor- 
mal. Shoe salesmen declare it is appalling to find how 
large a proportion of their customers are afflicted with 
some form of foot ailment. Even the number of those 
with flat-foot, otherwise called fallen arches, is stag- 


ew ering; and flat-foot is not the most common of foot 


troubles. By far the most usual form of foot ailment, 
physicians say, is eversion of the heels—meaning a con- 
dition in which the heels and heel cords are turned out- 
ward, throwing the weight of the body upon the inside 
edge of the foot. 

Perhaps your own children have this complaint, which 
may exist in a marked degree without apparent dis- 
comfort or disability, but which is almost sure, unless 
corrected, to develop, as the children grow up, into one 
of the varieties of weak-foot met with in adults. If the 
shoes are worn on the inner side of the soles and heels, 
this is a fair symptom. 

But to make sure, have the child, bare-lesged, stand 
on a chair with its back to you. Normally, a line 
drawn downwards through the middle of the leg shou! 
pass through the center of the heel. If the heels are 
seen to turn cutward from this line, so that it passes 
through the inner side of the heel instead of the center, 
then the child has eversion of the heels, and immediate 
measures of correction are in order, unless it is to 
grow up into one of those legions of adults whose phys- 
ical and mental efficiency is impaired by ailing feet. 

Therefore, according to Dr. Jacob Grossman of New 
York, who has just published a study of 700 cases of 
weak feet, the training of the feet in the way they should 
go must begin in infancy. 
By a little care in early 
childhood, he points out,, 
parents may save their 
children in later years 
many of the afflictions 
caused by abnormal feet. 

In the first place, those 
fathers and mothers who 
force their children to 
walk before they are 
ready for locomotion, 80 — 
“My 
haby walked when it was 
10 months old,” are guilty 
of a crime against their 
offspring’s feet. Dr. Gross- 
man lays down the fol- 
lowing principles: 

1. Only when a 
child of its own ac- 
cord attempts to stand up and walk, holding to 
some surrounding object, should it be permitted to 
do so. 

2. To force children to walk, either with the aid 
of a purse or with go-carts or walking apparatus, is 
absolutely objectionable. All such appliances and 
devices of any construction whatever are imprac- 
ticable and unnatural. 

“Healthy children,’ he continues, “when left to them- 
selves, generally begin to creep during the seventh and 
eighth months. This should be encouraged by all 
tmaeans, because it trains the bones, muscles and joints 
to bear weight later on. Infants should be placed ipon 
their abdomens, and the instinct of locomotion will soon 
induce them to become accustomed to creeping. 

“The period of creeping must be changed spontaneous- 
ly by the child into one of walking. When children are 
taught to stand on their feet too early the untrained 
muscles, bones and ligaments yield to the overweight, 
and deformities of the foot are produced. In overfed, 
heavy children, who are immediately taught to walk or 
stand on their legs, rachitic tendencies are not even 
necessary to produce ailments of the feet.” 

In addition, Dr. Grossman says that the normal 
child’s delight in running about barefooted—which has 
to a great extent become an obsolete sport in the cities— 
is derived from a healthy instinct, “for in children whose 
feet are pressed into shoes at an early date the devel-

muscles of the foot.” 

One must also not overlook 
the importance of properly fit- 
ting stockings for children, 
asserts the physician. A stock- 
ing must be large enough to 
allow free muscular action and 
movement of the toes. A 
stocking too Narrow or too 
small cramps the toes and in- 
terferes with the action of the 
muscles of the foot, in that 
way predisposing to the pro- 
duction of weak feet. 

In older children, careful 
attention must be given to the 
choice of shoes. The best, says 
Dr. Grossman, are those with 
broad, soles, which permit un- 
restricted action of the toes, 
for the muscles of the toes are 
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at the same time the support- 
ing muscles of the feet. ‘“‘Poor 
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shoes,” he says, “play a vers 
important part in the produc- 
tion of weak feet. An im- 
proper shoe restrains the feet 
from performing their func- 
tion, thereby weakening the 
muscies, clamping the forefoot and weakening and nar- 
rowing base of support which the forefoot should af- 
ford.”’

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He recommends bicycle riding as an excellent method 


for strengthening the feet, in addition to walking bare- 
footed, walking on the front part of the foot, :tip-toe 
exercises and exercising the toes by means of grasping 
motions. 


Of the 700 cases which he examined he found that 71 
per cent .were females and 
29 per cent males; that 67 
per cent were between the 
ages of 15 and 45 years; 
and 33 per cent were below 
15 and more than, 45; that- 
flat-foot in a distinct form 
was comparatively rare, and 
that eversion of the heels 
and heel cords was the most 
constant sign present. 

Dr. Grossman tells how 
parents may insure healthy 
feet for their children. But 
the children themselves, 
when grown up, may undo 
all the work of their moth- 
ers, and, instead of having 
weak feet thrust upon 
them, achieve this affliction 
through their own fault. 
How this is almost universally accomplished among 
women is told by Dr. A. Ritschl, until lately ortho- 
pedist at the University of Feiburg, who was scandal-

magazine which were advertised as fashionable, but 


which the physician found to be “anatomically abomi- 
nable.”’ 

Dr. Ritschl was writing about the vanity of German 
women, and ke had no oppurtunity of sauntering along 
Olive street, St. Louis, in the afternoon, where the 
shoes he condemns so severely are in stronger evidence 
than ever this spring. He declares that the individual 
is only as strong as his or her feet, and that the need 
of an efficient body-carrying foundation for the human 
weight is far from being justly realized. The soundness 
of the foot and its lack of sensitiveness are prime fac- 
tors in ease of movement, and to use his words, “Motion 
is life; its cessation is death.” 

Dr. Ritsch! decries heels too high and no heels at all, 
so that facdists who omit them altogether are not quite 
in the right, but the greater danger lies in the high 
heel. The majority of people, he notes, partly from ig- 
norance and partly from a “foolish vanity,’ wear shoes 
too narrow and too short. 

The fashion of high heels has two objects, unless in- 
deed it is merely the following of the blind dictates of 
fashion, which has no philosophy save that of eternal 
mutation. The high heel makes the foot look smaller 
and the body larger, and incidentally 
it does help shorter persons to appear to 
have a stature that is not theirs in truth. 
But they are out of place in an intelli- 
gent nation. 


If a woman wishes to perfect her ap- 
pearance there are, according to this 
authority, more honest and _ effective 
means of accomplishing it than this. She 
can win it by a grace founded on elas- 
ticity, strength and good bearing. The 
present fashion in shoes injures the 
health, deforms the body and prevents 
carriage and elasticity. The motern 
heel is too high and is pushed too far 
under the foot. Measurements show 
that the sole of the shoe is not infre- 
quently only fiveeighths the length of 
the foot. 

Moderately high heels have a tendency 
to make the foot toe in and this lifts 
the pressure from the inner edge of the

With the toe in the weight of the body is more ad- 
Vantageously placed with reference to the arch of the 
foot. With high heels the weight of the body works 
at a leverage and the foot is in danger of straining on 
he one side or the other. This tendency to strain is 
increased when the heels taper downwards. The rea- 
son for the added danger, which lies in the over- 
stretching of the ligaments lending lateral support to the 
foot, is that of additional leverage due to the effect of 
practically lengthening the heels bone downwards. The 
position is an unnatural one for the foot and some of 
the results prove to be a weakening of the foot or even 
fracture of the an‘le. 

There is a lack of control of a long heel on a shoe and 
if a person fails to take especial care in walking or if 
the heel becomes run over, the leverage of the body is 
in oblique line and the line of gravity of the body no 
ionger falls within the top-lift of the heel, but outside 
of it entirely. Such conditions introduce strains that are

So 
the wearer of modern 
shoes takes mincing little 
steps, walking carefully 
and keeping bent all the 
time the joints of the 
knee and ankle. It be- 
comes a constant strain 
to keep the body erect, 
for this must under the 
circumstances be done by 
increased muscular. ef- 
fort. Thus it is that 
, women with high heels 
must assume a “slouch,” since the heels demand bent -. 
joints. and erectness can only be secured by a sort of 
military pose which cannot be maintained for long. 
Besides these difficulties there are others related to the 
anatomy of the foot. The sole of the shoe which has a 
high heel is an inclined plane, and bearing the weight 
of the hody the foot has a tendency to slide down it and 
the toes are pressed against the leather. Corns result, 
a weakening of the great toe, and sooner or later, flat 
foot. Likewise, the arch of the foot is displaced and the 
weights are borne at disadvantage. 

All these difficulties, against which the skill of the 
pedicure is of no avail, lead 
to a further evil, the decay 
and degeneration of the foot. 
Walking becomes a burden 
and is more and more limited. 
In evidence of the burden of 
walking one need have noth- 
ing more than an hour’s ob- 
servation of the gait of a mod- 
ern, high-heeled crowd.

Whom have we in America? We know the whole 
America, and all the Jews there are our friends. 
First of all, there is Moishe the. bookbinder and his 
wife, fat Pesi, an old neighbor of ours, with a whole 
crowd of children. And each one of them has a 
name and a nickname. We begin to count them all 
out on our fingers. So the officers interrupt us. 
“That’s enough,” they say. “Enough small fry! 
Grown-ups, let us have grown-ups!” So we give 
them grown-ups and count out by name: Jonah the 
baker, a Jew with a temper; his wife Riva, a lady 
with a retonda (fur coat). That is, she once had a 
retonda, but it was separated from her at the border. 
Hearing the word “border,” my mamma is reminded 
of our baggage that was stolen from us at the bor- 
der. So she begins to ask if it is possible for them 
to get her things back for her and starts crying. 
Bithu falle upon her because she is crying. So she 
says that she is in America now and doesn’t have to 
worry about her weak eyes any more. If she wants 
to, she says, she can cry all the time. 


How they ever let my mamma through with her 
eyes—-that was really one of God’s miracles! And 
what about our trip across the ocean? Wasn’t that 
a miracle of miracles? How many times did the Angel 
of Death stare us in the face! How many times did we 
kiss ourselves ,zood-by! 

When we first went on board the Prince Albert 
everything was fine and dandy. My chum Mendel 
and I lost no time in measuring the Prince Albert 
throughout its length and breadth. Nobody has any- 
thing on us. Never in our whole lives had we had 
such quarters. A floating house! A three-story house 
on the ocean. I wish I had time to describe it for 
you, With all its trimmings. Just imagine—you sit in 
a house or you stroll around with your hands in your 
pockets and—you ride! You eat and—you ride! You 
drink and—you ride! Did you ever? And the people 
you see! A world of people. A whole city is rid- 
ing with you.

Punchinello of the Pen. 
SIMPLE, almost shabby funeral cortege 


threaded its way through the streets 
of New York’s great East Side the 


otiier day. The hearse, bearing the 
plain coffin of the orthodox Jew, rode slowly 
over cobbles—and hearts. For Sholom 
Aleichem, like Jacob, had been “gathered to 
his people,” and his people of the flesh mourned 
his leavetaking with all the emotional display 
of a race by nature emotional. Display? 
* *.* Two days before, 140,000 persons 
marched in a historic civilian parade; then 
died “a simple Jew,” and at his bier, or in the 
thronged streets, 150,000 paid tribute. Solomon 
Rabinowitz was his name. But as Sholom 
Aleichem he was enshrined in hearts made 
glad by his writings. And as he was borne 
to the tomb they softly called out the bene- 
diction that was his pen name in a suppliant 
tone of new significance—“Peace be with you.” 
For to the grave this Punchinello took some 
secret, hidden all along under his mirthmak- 
ing—a' grief whose nature he confessed not 
even at the last when he wrote his own 


epitaph: 


c¢ ERE lies a simple Jew who wrote in 

Yiddish for women folk, and who for the 
crowd was a humorist. His whole life he 
laughed. He didn’t give a rap for the world. 
He made the whole world merry, but he suf- 
fered bitterly. And just, when the world 
laughed h2 suffered secretly—and nobody ever 
knew it.” 


The Prince Albert is good and big. And hand- 
some! Stone steps. Brass banisters. 
Steel and iron wherever you turn. And 
“men’—I mean the servants—they are 
called “stewards.” And _  sailors—like 
devils. They run around like mad, back 
and forth. Mendel and I envy them. 
We give each other our word of honor 
that when we grow up and become big 
men we will be nothing else but sail- 
ors. 

But the Prince Albert has one fault.

The minute we try to take a look be- 
yond the steerage, where we are stay- 
ing, they chase us back—these same 
sailors.

Say, you should have seen how our Pini flared up 
and began te yell and chew and spit and shower fiery, 
high-toned words: “America is the only land,” he 
says, “of true freedom and true equality. In America 
you may be sitting here and right next to you the 
President, and a few steps away a beggar; a tramp, 
a good-for-nothing, and a bit further—a Count, a 
Lord, a millionshtshik!
